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Just before the Super Bowl, an online study published in 
Drug and Alcohol Dependence reported that retired NFL 
players misuse opioid pain medications four times more 
than the general population. Half of the 644 players 
polled said they used painkillers during their careers 
and 71 percent of those said they misused drugs then. 
Furthermore, 63 percent of the retired players who used 
prescription pain pills while playing obtained them from 
a nonmedical source: a teammate, coach, trainer, family 
member, dealer, or online. Considering the violence of 
the sport, it's hardly surprising that players seek pain 
relief. But according to the NFL, cannabis—nonaddictive 
and devoid of side effects—warrants suspension. 



Back in 2000, 65 percent of 
Nevada voters elected to 
decriminalize medical mar¬ 
ijuana. The law allows for 
users and/or their care¬ 
givers to cultivate and pos¬ 
sess a small set amount of 
marijuana for medicinal 
purposes. Sounds good, but 
patients can’t buy or sell 
pot and can only grow 
seven plants for personal 
use. Furthermore, 

Nevada’s health depart¬ 
ment, which regulates the 
program, doesn't provide any information on growing. 

So to fill the void, dispensaries have opened. Unfortu¬ 
nately, they’re illegal, as evidenced by the federally authorized 
raid on five such establishments and the arrests of eleven on 
charges of possession and money laundering. 

But the Feds aren’t alone in busting the Vegas pot scene; city 
police have been on a rampage. Listen to the Drug War rhetoric 
of Metro Lt. Laz Chavez: "Marijuana grows have eclipsed that of 
methamphetamine labs. In 2010, we only had six metham- 
phetamine labs as compared to 118 marijuana grows.” 

Gee, there’s a fair comparison. 

Vegas police also report a 100 per cent increase in grow 
ops and plants and a 43 percent increase in arrests. They also 
cite costs of over $500,000 to carry out the pot investigations.

When former talk show host Montel 
Williams passed through security at 
Mitchell International Airport in Milwau¬ 
kee, Wl with a wooden pipe in his luggage, 
Americans got a clear look at our nation’s 
priorities. Once the pipe was spotted, 
Williams was detained for an hour in a 
Milwaukee County Sheriff substation at 
the airport. Though he wasn’t finger¬ 
printed and no mug shots were taken, he 
did have to pay a $484 fine, despite the 
fact that no pot residue was found on the 
pipe. He was able to depart on time. 

Williams uses pot daily to combat the 
effects of multiple sclerosis, a disease he 
has been dealing with for over 12 years. 
He told the Milwaukee Journal Sentinel: 
"There were four police officers involved 
in this entire situation. It's very interesting 
that a wooden pipe that tested negatively 
took away the actions of four security offi¬ 
cers that were there to protect and serve 
the country against the potential of ter¬ 
rorist attacks, bombs and other things.”

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In late January, President Obama sat down for his second Q-and-A session with YouTube. Thousands of 
questions were submitted and, like last year, the most popular topic was the legalization of marijuana. 
In fact, at one point prior to the online interview, the top 50 questions were pot-related. 

Now last year, Obama was shockingly dismissive about cannabis, chortling about the top question, 
and remarking that “this must say something about our interview audience.” He went on to say he 
doesn’t see marijuana as a means to reviving our economy. 

This year’s program was hardly different. The issue of marijuana wasn’t addressed until two- 
thirds through the 39-minute interview. When the question was raised, Obama was questioned about 
the legalization of all drugs; marijuana, specifically, never came up. 

Obama said it was an "entirely legitimate” issue for debate, but that he didn’t support legalization, 
that drugs were actually a “public health issue, and that the goal was to decrease demand. He also 
blathered on about "shifting resources” and "being strategic.” 

The only strategy we saw was the President avoiding the marijuana question once again.

But the concept isn’t new. The Farmacy, one of 
Southern California’s leading collectives, has been 
marketing cannabis soft drinks for years. We also recall that the cannabis edibles company known as Beyond 
Bomb, busted by Feds, also marketed pot soft drinks. 

No big deal. Butler says he’s never smoked pot in his life, so we’ll forgive his lack of knowledge of our in¬ 
dustry. However, what ticks us off is his description of his product. He likens low-THC Canna Cola to a "light 
beer" alongside high-proof liquors. 

Just what we need in a modern-day, cannabis product story—an uninformed neophyte who compares his 
pot-infused soft drink to booze. Our advice to Clay: Please shut up! Make a good product and let those who are 
educated speak on behalf of cannabis. 
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The medical-cannabis industry is promoting healthy pot, but what about healthy smoking? That’s up to indi¬ 
vidual stoners, because there are hundreds of ways to inhale. But if you seek purity—and who doesn’t?—try 
the McFinn’s Original Filter System, created to provide you with a cleaner, cooler, smoother hit.

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Even as nationwide support for marijuana legaliza¬ 
tion gains momentum, with the Feds lessening 
crackdowns on individual pot offenders, police in 
certain states are using vague and excessive para¬ 
phernalia laws to circumvent pot decriminalization 
and legal medical marijuana. 

Arizona is a perfect example: Its paraphernalia 
laws carry the same penalties as simple pot pos¬ 
session, ranging from a misdemeanor to a felony 
(six months to two years). And while first-time of¬ 
fenders are generally offered probation, a second 
bust—even for a single pipe—can result in jail time. 

Arizona’s law is indeed puzzling. “Drug para¬ 
phernalia” is described in great detail, yet the term 
“drug” is insufficiently and subjectively defined as 
“any narcotic drug, dangerous drug, marijuana or 
peyote.” 

Phoenix-based marijuana defense attorney 
Max Hanson suggests: “The description of drugs in 
the Arizona paraphernalia statute was probably left 
intentionally vague for a reason by its authors.” 

More significantly, the lack of the term “illegal 
drugs" in the wording of the law may open the door 
to a court challenge, according to Hanson, but such 
a case has yet to make its way before the Arizona 
Supreme Court. 

Hanson said that some of his clients busted for 
pot are surprised to discover that they also face 
paraphernalia charges when they didn’t have a pipe 
or bong in their possession. Hanson has to inform 
them that in Arizona, a baggie is also considered 
paraphernalia—and, ridiculously, carries the same 
penalties as possession of a six-foot water pipe. 
Given Arizona’s newly passed medical-marijuana 
law, Hanson speculates that its implementation 
will determine how the paraphernalia statute is 
enforced in the future. 

Some of the nation's harshest paraphernalia 
laws can be found in Pennsylvania, where posses¬ 
sion can result in a year in the slammer as well as 
fines—yet possession of an ounce is a mere 30 
days. Meanwhile, in neighboring New Jersey, para¬ 
phernalia possession is a “disorderly persons of¬ 
fense” (the same as simple pot possession) with a 
possible six months’ imprisonment. Some Jersey 
lawyers even advertise themselves as “marijuana 
paraphernalia attorneys.’’—Mark Miller 



Ask Dr. Oz, the blog of the pop¬ 
ular television doc Mehmet Oz, 
recently weighed in on med¬ 
ical cannabis: “Yes, marijuana 
has solid credentials for re¬ 
lieving some serious prob¬ 
lems” such as nausea and 
neuropathic pain, the doctor 
wrote. But he rebuffed claims 
that pot helps mitigate symp¬ 
toms high blood pressure, dia¬ 
betes, Alzheimer’s, sleep 
apnea, osteoporosis and drug- 
resistant infections. 

Interestingly—and likely 
not coincidentally—each of 
the latter indications are highlighted in my book 
Emerging Clinical Applications for Cannabis & 
Cannabinoids (now in its fourth printing). Had the 
Great and Powerful Oz bothered to crack the 
cover, he would have learned that there’s a large 
body of science—admittedly, much of it pre-clini- 
cal—demonstrating that naturally occurring 
compounds in the cannabis plant can indeed miti¬ 
gate several of these diseases or their symp¬ 
toms. A 2006 study found that the administration 
of the nonpsychotropic compound cannabidiol 
(a.k.a. CBD) halted the development of diabetes 
in mice, while a 2010 study found that it reduced 
symptoms of diabetic cardiomyopathy (weaken¬ 
ing of the heart). Preliminary studies have also 
indicated that pot’s compounds may provide a 
therapeutic alternative for the treatment of 
Alzheimer’s and other neurodegenerative dis¬ 
eases like amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (ALS, 
popularly known as Lou Gehrig’s disease). Scripps 
investigators in California have previously reported 
that THC inhibits the enzyme responsible for the 


aggregation of amyloid plaque— 
the primary marker for 
Alzheimer’s—in a manner "con¬ 
siderably superior” to FDA-ap¬ 
proved Alzheimer’s treatments. 
THC has also been shown to ex¬ 
tend survival rates in mice with 
ALS, leading experts in the field 
to write in 2010: "Based on the 
currently available scientific 
data, it is reasonable to think that 
cannabis might significantly slow 
the progression of ALS.” 

While downplaying mari¬ 
juana’s medicinal potential, Dr. 
Oz—predictably—overempha¬ 
sized its alleged harms, asserting that the plant’s 
consumption has been linked to cancer and weak¬ 
ened immunity. But not according to the latest 
clinical trial performed by researchers at the Cali¬ 
fornia Center for Medicinal Cannabis Research, 
who reported that inhaled cannabis caused "no ev¬ 
idence of acute impairment of immune function” in 
subjects with AIDS. And not according to UCLA 
pulmonologist Dr. Donald Tashkin, who found no 
link between long-term, heavy use of cannabis 
and cancers of the lung or upper aerodigestive 
tract. "What we found instead was no association 
and even a suggestion of some protective effect,” 
Tashkin told a McClatchy reporter in 2009. "At 
this point, I’d be in favor of legalization.” 

So what's Dr. Oz’s expert advice to potential 
medi-pot patients? Simple—take a pill. "Start 
with the prescription pills that contain mari¬ 
juana’s active ingredients, particularly synthetic 
THC,” Oz suggests. Not the best medical advice, 
but at least it will keep his Big Pharma television 
advertisers happy.—Paul Armentano 



Inhaled cannabis 
caused no evidence 
of acute impairment 
of immune function. 



A new 10-year study issued in January by the US Substance Abuse Mental 
JT Health Services Administration warns that drug-treatment admissions for pot 
are skyrocketing. In a press release, the agency stated: “One consistent pattern 
in every region was the increase in the admission rate for marijuana use, which 
rose 30 percent nationally,” noting that “marijuana treatment admission rates 
were highest in the West North Central and Middle Atlantic states (NJ, NY and PA).” 

However, SAMHSA is conspicuously silent regarding the likeliest culprit for those rising treatment 
admissions. According to the FBI, approximately 683,000 Americans were arrested and prosecuted for 
marijuana violations in 1998. That total rose steadily to over 870,000 prosecutions in 2007—an in¬ 
crease of almost 23 percent. 

SAMHSA had previously reported that some six out of 10 persons in drug treatment for pot as the 
“primary substance of abuse” are referred there by the criminal-justice system. By contrast, criminal- 
justice referrals for other drugs comprise less than 40 percent of the overall total for drug-treatment 
admissions. In short, stepped-up enforcement against pot smokers is driving drug treatment—and drug 
treatment is a lucrative business. In 2008, the National Institute on Drug Abuse announced the estab¬ 
lishment of the first-ever Center for Cannabis Addiction, to “develop novel approaches to the prevention, 
diagnosis and treatment of marijuana addiction.” Or how about the National Institutes of Health, which 
alleges that “nearly 1 million people are seeking treatment for marijuana dependence every year”? 

Bullshit. In reality, fewer than 15 percent of all adults in drug treatment for pot are self-admitted. 
That’s approximately 43,000 people—some 957,000 fewer than the NIH claimed—according to SAMHSA’s 
2007 data. Furthermore, of those admitted for treatment, nearly 40 percent reported not having indulged 
in pot in the 30 days prior to their admission, while another 16 percent admitted to having used it three 
times or fewer. Addicts? Hardly. Drug War fodder? But of course.—PA

She looks like she’s just gotten off 
the ski slopes of upstate New York, 
where she lives. Her eyes are 
wide, white circles where the gog¬ 
gles are worn; the rest of her face 
appears sunburned. But if you're a 
full-time glassblower like Tammy 
Ball—one who neglects to use 
sunblock—people mistake your 
complexion all the time. 

Tammy has been behind the 
torch for 10 years. She’s known 
throughout the glass industry for 
her ebullience and infectiously loud 
laugh. But it’s her imagination that 
has made her legendary. She’s also 
completely self-taught and has 
never taken a class. In short, noth¬ 
ing is ordinary about Tammy. 

After high school, the 
Rochester Institute of Technology 
offered her a full scholarship—and 
though she aced all of her classes 
as a freshman, she admits: “I was 
bored. What really interested me 
was RIT’s glassblowing studio.” 

She dropped out and jumped 
into the fire. But her career took a 



slight detour when she was busted 
for growing. Although it was just a 
single plant, she was charged with 
cultivating 57 pounds—because 
the cops weighed the dirt, too. She 
was also charged with 97 counts of 
illegal paraphernalia. “They had 
one helluva collection at the court¬ 
house,” she laughs now. 

Her artistic life may have been 


disrupted, but after five years of 
probation, her love of the flame 
still burned bright. A friendly 
neighbor fronted her a new torch, 
and Tammy went back into busi¬ 
ness. 

She insists that she never tries 
to complicate her art: “I just look at 
things in the world and think, ‘Wow, 
that would make a great pipe!”’ 

And she means it. Care to toke 
out of Jerry Garcia’s head? How 
about puffing on an Academy 
Award? If you’ve got pictures of 
your kids or loved ones (or pets), 
they can become pipes, too. Tammy 
also creates the glass equivalent of 
murals, gaining fame for her many 
intricate tableaux based on tales 
like The Wizard ofOz and Alice in 
Wonderland. 

“If you can imagine it, you can 
smoke it,” Tammy says. 

The year 2010 was the most 
gratifying of her career: She took 
first place, along with partner Mike 
Evans, at the Glassroots Art Show 
in Madison, Wl, where teams of 


artists work together for over eight 
hours to create pieces. She was 
also victorious at the Female 
Flameoff in Humboldt County, CA, 
where she won in the Mystery Box 
category, in which artists work with 
limited supplies on a theme that’s 
revealed just before the competi¬ 
tion begins. And at the Las Vegas 
Flameoff, she took third place with 
her homage to Cheech & Chong. 

Understandably, business is 
brisk; requests pour in, and clear¬ 
ing those orders requires diligence. 
But let’s not get carried away: 
Tammy says she works "banker 
hours” and always takes weekends 
and holidays off. Even so, her toil 
behind the torch is paying off. 

"Things are good—I bought a 
house and have a nice car. But ciga¬ 
rettes are ten bucks a pack in New 
York, and herb isn’t cheap. What 
can I say?" she laughs. "It’s expen¬ 
sive to be Tammy Ball!”

A newcomer takes her first lesson in glassblowing. 

I’ve always wanted to blow glass, but I’ve also heard 
all the warnings and rumors about how dangerous— 
even lethal—it can be. But fear must be overcome, 
and hope always prevails, etc. Plus I had champion 
glassblower Tammy Ball as my teacher. (Not to men¬ 
tion good health insurance.) So I lowered my pulse 
with a few deep breaths, donned a pair of tinted 
safety goggles and pronounced myself ready to burn. 

We chose a couple of strong, clear tubes and set 
about making my first “spoon,” otherwise known as a 
simple hand pipe. Tammy stepped up to the flame 
first and showed me how the rod (tube) needs to be 
introduced to the blue of the flame (the hot part) 
slowly so that it doesn’t explode in your face. When 
bringing tube to flame, the rod also needs to be spun 
by hand to ensure that it doesn’t lose its shape. As 
Tammy stresses: "Forever turning!" Otherwise, 
you’ll end up with a goopy mess of glass that you 
can’t do anything with. 

Once the glass was warmed up, I created the 
mouthpiece by thinning the middle of the tube down to 
a “stringer” and then 
cutting that piece off. 

Stringers are the skinny 
pieces of glass that get 
melted to such a spindly 
thinness that you’re 

with scissors, breaking the piece off with a slight 
tap. VoilalA hole for inhaling! 

After the mouthpiece was complete, the other 
end of the tube was introduced to the flame. That’s 
when the fun began: the actual glassblowing. 

It’s similar to blowing up a balloon, but not as 
scary. Tammy put the tube to her lips and— forever 
turning—blew into the tube until the red-hot bulb 
was large and round, creating the actual head of the 
pipe. Once that was finished, the tube was put back 
into the flame. The bowl and carb were then made 
with another piece of smaller tubing poked into its 
proper place, cutting off any stringers that were 
created during the poking. 

Tammy’s spoon took all of five minutes to make. 
Mine? Not quite so fast. I forgot to spin the rod a few 
times, so my tube began to get a bit droopy in some 
places. Then I screwed the carb up (it looks broken, 

_. but it isn’t). I also burned 

my gloveless hands when 
I forgot the pipe was still 
hot. Still, I blew my first 
piece of glass without a 
trip to the ER. Thanks, 
Tammy! Now I’ve got a 
new hash pipe made by

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Talented singer-songwriter Shelby 
Lynne Moorer is a kindred spirit. We 
both love John Lennon, Steely Dan, 
vinyl records, college football and 
good herb, but absolutely hate auto- 
tuned singers, American Idol and 
stale country radio. A true American 
underdog who’s faced colossal chal¬ 
lenges in her life, Shelby and her 
equally gifted sister, the respected 
folk singer Allison Moorer, con¬ 
fronted the most traumatic event 
possible when their depression- 
bound father took his life after shoot¬ 
ing their mom to death outside the 
family’s home. Living at separate rel¬ 
atives’ homes in Alabama thereafter, 
the two overcame adolescent adver¬ 
sity, then record-label politics, to be¬ 
come successful independent artists. 

Only through constant persever¬ 
ance did Shelby gain her musical 
foothold. In her teens, she cut two 
formative Nashville albums, but 
found her budding career plagued by 
ultraconservative music-industry ex¬ 
ecutives who had vilely swept away a 
decade of Willie Nelson/Waylon Jen¬ 
nings outlaw types. 

Her western-swing-derived 
album Temptation (1993) was 
Shelby’s springboard for solo suc¬ 
cess. But it was seven years before / 
Am Shelby Lynne found an interna¬ 
tional audience—one that was thor¬ 
oughly captivated by her naked 
emotionality and raw, heartfelt senti¬ 
ments. Living in the peaceful con¬ 
fines of Palm Springs, CA, ever since, 
Shelby has unloaded a steady stream 
of albums featuring some of the 
finest instrumentalists available. 
Much like the heralded ’60s singer 
Dusty Springfield—whom Shelby 
paid tribute to on her 2008 acoustical 
retreat, Just a Little Lovin ’—she 
shares an abiding interest not only in 
country-and-western but also 
rhythm-and-blues. 

When I met up with her recently 
at a hotel in midtown Manhattan, 
Shelby came stylishly dressed in a 
Brooks Brothers sweater vest and 
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cab-driver hat. She’s courteous, demure, 
but also full of spunk. As a kid, all she 
wanted to do was sing, perform live and 
make music. That wish came true, but at a 
cost. In order to break out of Music City’s 
string-laden, cookie-cutter adult-contem¬ 
porary slumber, this courageous feline 
had to assert her independence in a ballsy 


“I started fighting against Nashville 
after realizing I wasn’t going to have any 
radio hits,” Shelby explains. ”1 figured I 
might as well make some good records 
anyhow. My passion was western swing, 
jazz and country. You have to have a rebel 
spirit or you're just corporate product, 
which I’m totally against. If 
someone said, ‘Endorse 
beer or whiskey,’ I’d be 
into it, because I partake in 
those things. But at the 
same time, you can’t sell 
your soul—sometimes 
you’ve got to stay poor to 
make the music right.” 

Oddly, the conservative 
producers and record-label j 

geeks who wanted to mold K 

Shelby into a pampered 
country starlet were too 
oblivious to take advantage V 

of her killer body as a mar¬ 
keting tool. Instead, she did - 5 

it herself, for kicks, on her 
most accessible record, 

2001 ’s Love, Shelby. Pro- VlGGd tO 
duced by pop kingpin Glen OatGU 

Ballard (who’d previously 
helped Alanis Morissette OH WG 

achieve universal main¬ 
stream exposure with her best-selling 
album Jagged Little Pill), its resourceful 
combination of lovelorn ballads, rock-dri¬ 
ven rants, seductive come-ons and blues- 
based testimonials proved how diversified 
a talent she really was. 

But it’s not clear whether the album’s 
multifarious tunes revealed more of Shelby 
than the ultra-sexy front and back covers 
and inner-sleeve snapshots did. Featuring 
the singer in cut-off blue jeans, fingers 
placed ever so libidinously around her 
crotch, and showing off a mirrored image of 
her butt cheeks, Love, Shelby's salacious 
pictorial spread is undoubtedly one of the 
most arousing album designs ever. 

When asked about it, Shelby laughs 
and says, “It seems if people want me to 
do something, they ought to not bring it 
up.” Then she clarifies: “So sexy is all in 
the heart. There’s a lot of ways to pull that 
off—it doesn’t have to be in the drawers. 
I’ve gone through my phase of tits and ass, 
but now is not one of those times.” 

Throughout her career, Shelby’s 


melancholic tearjerkers and sentimental 
love letters have been neatly juxtaposed 
with booze-riddled missives and jubilant 
gospel-rock forays. On 2010’s Tears, Lies 
and Alibis (released on her own boutique 
label, Everso Records), the cooing song¬ 
bird brought a subtle atmospheric re¬ 
straint to an album of plaintive torch 
songs. The yearning romantic fervor was 
tempered with gloomy heartache, the 
poignancy reflecting a sensitive, more ma¬ 
tured perspective. But when the sadness 
gets too intense, Shelby reaches for the 
bottle on the lonesome, steel-guitar- 
based weeper “Old No. 7.” 

“I wrote ‘Old No. 7’ in a drunken blur,” 


Though Shelby doesn’t perform high, 
before I Am Shelby Lynne came out, she 
spent many mornings smoking herb with 
some Grand Marnier and a pot of coffee by 
her side, writing tunes under the influ¬ 
ence. (Allegedly, these songs are lost in a 
box somewhere.) And as a vehement pro¬ 
pot advocate, the transplanted Californian 
was miffed when Proposition 19 didn’t 
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Shelby rocks the Triple Door in Seattle 






‘Bible thumpers and misinformed conservatives 
need to go away, 1 Shelby states. They say weed’s 
a gateway drug. What kids can't get their hands 
on weed? Kids can find it when adults can’t.’ 


Shelby confides. “I can only write what I 
know, but I never know where I’m headed. 
What each player brings to the party is so 
different,” she adds, regarding her musi¬ 
cal collaborators. “If you make plans, 
you’re an idiot.” 

Working on Tears with Muscle Shoals 
legends David Hood and Spooner Oldham 
certainly increased her ambition—though 
maybe not in the same way that working 
with some stony Willie Nelson associates 
did on Temptation. 

As Shelby recalls: “I was a shy brunette 
kid with long country hair back then. We’d 
head out on the road after a show, and my 
band would be cackling—and I’d be in the 
back, curious about what’s up. Finally, one 
night, I got up the nerve to see them smoke 
pot. Then I did what every dumb kid does 
when they start getting high: I said, ‘I can’t 
feel anything. Am I high?’ Next thing, we 
pull into a truck stop to get food, and I’m 
eating one of those grilled-cheese sand¬ 
wiches you get out of the package. Then it 
hit me! I loved getting stoned.” 


“Bible thumpers and misinformed con¬ 
servatives need to go away,” Shelby 
states. “They say weed’s a gateway drug. 
What kids can’t get their hands on weed?

My friend 
found me some gnarly, ugly Mexican 
weed. We had the best time drinking 
tequila and smoking weed in Cabo San 
Lucas. I like ‘shaky’ weed with seeds. That 
shit makes me giggle—it smokes well and 
smells like Christmas trees. I didn’t mani¬ 
cure the bush, just let it grow.” But, she 
cautions, “medical marijuana makes me 
too nervous. It’s too strong and fancy." 

Coming full circle, Shelby and her 
younger sis, Allison Moorer, got the 
chance to perform together live for only 
the second time in late November of 2010. 
Putting on a warm duet concert at Tarry- 
town Music Hall, the Moorers shared origi¬ 
nal compositions, Everly Brothers 
chestnuts, Christmas carols and a sisterly 
a cappella Color Purple number to three 
standing ovations. It was a true musical af¬ 
firmation, and Shelby Lynne—the older 
sibling who has fought for everything she’s 
gotten in life—even shed a few tears.

"I never wondered how smoking it would be," 
says Baltimore-reared Dave Sitek, the om¬ 
nipresent producer-guitarist, remembering the 
moments before he tried marijuana for the first 
time. He was about 14, and his parents were out of 
town. So he and his friend procured a steamroller, 
hit it about four times and zoned out to Buffalo 
Springfield. “Then,” he says dramatically, “I saw 
the future.” He unleashes a maniacal laugh. 

“That’s when I got inside a song for the first 
time,” he continues in all seriousness. “I think I 
was just more focused. For me, it was a concen¬ 
tration issue—I was ADD, a spaz.” Sitek would 
subsequently get baked and listen to songs five or 
six times over, trying to suss out how they were 
constructed, how they rolled out. Yes, marijuana is 
a big reason why 38-year-old David Andrew Sitek 
is a musician today. 

His day job is playing guitar for the art-rock 
band TV on the Radio, but that’s beginning to 
seem like a hobby when you consider Sitek’s 
ever-expanding producing resume. Over roughly a 
decade, the unflappable and good-humored stu¬ 
dio rat has worked on albums for everyone from 
the Yeah Yeah Yeahs to Wale to Scarlett Johans¬ 
son. He managed to parlay that Rolodex of bold¬ 
face names into his current release, a solo album 
called Maximum Balloon. A never-boring 
funk/electro/dance/indie-rock album that pays 
obeisance to ’80s synth pop, it features Sitek’s 
compositions sung by friends including Talking 
Heads’ David Byrne, the Yeah Yeah Yeahs’ Karen 0 


and rapper-on-the-rise Theophilus London. 

Ever since releasing the critically lauded Maxi¬ 
mum Balloon, Sitek, who now lives in LA, has 
been throwing himself into his next (and perhaps 
most unlikely) project: imbuing eccentricities into 
Jane’s Addiction’s first studio album since 2003’s 
Strays. Given Duff McKagan’s departure from the 
band, Sitek will play bass on the release but has 
no designs for touring with them—“although,” he 
says, “it would be fun to play, like, ‘Summertime 
Rolls’ on the Lollapalooza stage.” 

The pairing is a bit odd: a guy who specializes 
in post-millennial indie rock helming the seminal 
pre-millennial hard-rock band’s comeback album. 
But, he figures, "pretty much anybody who’s work¬ 
ing with me wants to mix things up—I’m the joker 
card in the deck.” He’s also a little biased: Jane’s 
Addiction drummer Steve Perkins, he says fondly, 
"is the biggest stoner I’ve ever worked with.” 

Sitek begins his day by "filling up a balloon and 
losing myself in peace” before commencing a gruel¬ 
ing 18 hours of work. "I’ve perpetually smoked mar¬ 
ijuana for over 20 years,” he says, giggling. "I just 
haven’t really experimented with not smoking.” If 
slothfulness is the typical pothead stereotype, Sitek 
is an overachieving anomaly. Modest about his ac¬ 
complishments, he reasons that "there’s an entire 
world of people smoking grass and not being fools.” 

For example, mention California’s Proposition 
19 and he becomes especially articulate. "There’s 
no part of me that believes alcohol is acceptable 
and weed is not,” Sitek says (he drinks only wine 


himself). "I’ve never seen anyone smoke a joint 
and get into a fistfight. However, I have been in 
plenty of bars—you know what I mean?” 

He voted pro-19 but does have concerns about 
legalization. "I don’t think anyone has really fo¬ 
cused on what that would mean,” he says. "The 
second it becomes legal, it’ll become dominated by 
corporations. Corporations already have plans for 
that. The United States worships money; it’s just a 
question of when it gets too expensive to fight the 
War [on Drugs]—that’s when they’ll change.” 

Nowadays, Sitek’s main concern is making 
good on the assortment of projects he has up in 
the air. There’s that still-unnamed Trent Reznor 
collaboration ("We should make a futuristic chil¬ 
dren’s record, ’cause he has a baby now. It would 
be funny as hell”), plus a "million things” that are 
still "top-secret.” And then there’s that 
Raaaaaaaandy mixtape in the works with come¬ 
dian Aziz Ansari, based on the latter’s ego-luvin’ 
character in Judd Apatow’s Funny People. One 
glitch, though—while the duo has finished a good 
chunk of material, it still awaits rhymes from a 
handful of rappers like Kid Cudi. 

Sitek and Ansari have by no means given up on 
it, but after a year, they had to move onto other 
projects. "There’s one thing that moves slower 
than the music business, and that’s the hip-hop 
music business,” Sitek says. Maybe you should 
have offered to bribe them with weed? "We tried 
that approach,” Sitek answers. "I mean, every¬ 
body knows that I have weed!” ^ 
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Alkaline Trio’s Matt Skiba keeps the home fires smoking. By Chris Parker 


As the frontman for Alkaline Trio, Matt Skiba 
spends plenty of time on the dark side. The band's 
pulsing pop-punk is rife with gothic undertones— 
from the album art and titles like Good Mourning, 
Crimson and Remains, to tracks like "Fatally 
Yours,” "Dethbed” and "In Vein.” The morbid 
iconography, with its complement of coffins, blood 
and encroaching darkness, counterbalances the 
music’s bright, hook-laden presence—but it’s re¬ 
ally little more than a metaphoric construct, much 
like how Martin Scorsese uses the mob to draw a 
larger cultural allegory. 

While the shadowy, moribund tone amps up 
the idea of emotional ache, it’s not delivered with 
self-serious, soul-scarred brooding, but rather 
with a witty, literary self-awareness expressed by 


songs like "Donner Party (All Night).” 

"You can’t have darkness without light,” Skiba 
explains. "All the duality of life is our biggest inspi¬ 
ration—it’s kinda very basic, but it’s everywhere 
and it’s what comprises us.” 

In person, the tall, lanky, oft-bespectacled 
Skiba smiles warmly and laughs freely. He’s no 
misanthrope. Though he grew up in Chicago and 
formed the band there during the mid-’90s while 
working as a bike messenger, he moved to Los 
Angeles almost a decade ago and hasn’t looked 
back since. He wouldn’t trade SoCal’s perpetual 
70°F weather and sunny days for the Midwest’s 
winters, nor give up his nearly year-round enjoy¬ 
ment of surfing and motorcycling—not to men¬ 
tion the easy availability of the chronic. There’s a 


dispensary just a block from his house, but Skiba 
prefers to frequent a place further away owned 
by a friend, "to support his small business.” 

Though we initially hung out in Alkaline Trio’s 
tour bus (practically hot-boxing the back lounge), 
Skiba’s talking to me now from London, England. 
After spending a sativa- soaked evening in Ams¬ 
terdam, the band has crossed the channel and is 
waiting on a hook-up. Ironically, it’s 4:20 there, 
and Skiba’s jonesing just a bit. Of course, it’s 
nothing compared to "’97,” an early autobio¬ 
graphical track, in which he sings: "I had it all / 
When I was with you I forgot about everything /18 
months, 18 months seems like fucking eternity.” 

"That was about being on probation and not 
being able to smoke marijuana, but everyone 
thinks it’s about a girl,” Skiba laughs ruefully. "I 
got caught with some drugs in my car when I was 
a kid. Now, I like to smoke weed, but if I don’t 
have it, I’m not freaking out. But when I was 

younger, I really, 
really loved 
smoking weed— 
it’s all I did. So 
when I couldn’t, it 
was pretty much 
a total bummer.” 

Did he have a 
big party to cele¬ 
brate the end of probation? "I’m still recover¬ 
ing,” Skiba cracks. Ironically, though, it took him 
a long time to appreciate pot’s charms. He reck¬ 
ons he didn’t get high the first dozen times he 
smoked as a suburban Chicago teen; in fact, he 
started taking acid before he ever actually got 
high from pot. "So the first time I got high from 
weed, I thought somebody dosed me with acid!” 

But Skiba’s moderated his smoking some¬ 
what lately, because he’s had a lot on his plate. 
After a one-album tenure with Epic (2008’s 
Agony & Irony), Alkaline Trio went back to the in¬ 
dies, releasing their seventh album, This Addic¬ 
tion, for Epitaph. A return to their less-polished, 
hard-charging punk roots, it’s their best-selling 
record to date, hitting No. 11 on the Billboard 
200 and topping the rock, modern rock and al¬ 
ternative charts. In August, Skiba released an 
album of home-recorded demos (simply titled 
Demos), and in his spare time he’s been working 
with producer (and ex-Nine Inch Nails member) 
Danny Lohner on his proper solo debut, which 
he hopes to release in early 2011. He compares 
it to an earlier side project, Heavens, with 
Josiah Steinbeck, which released Patent Pending 
in ’06 before breaking up. "It’s not dissimilar 
from that vibe,” he says. "It has a kind of dancey 
feel to it, but still with elements of post-punk 
and darkwave.” 

In the meantime, Skiba’s looking forward to 
getting back to LA, where you’ll find him 
canoodling with his girlfriend, surfing, smoking 
weed and relaxing (as if the rest wasn’t relaxing 
enough) to a little transcendental meditation. 

"It opens doors up inside of you that you 
didn’t know you had. It eliminates all the fear and 
anxiety that a person might have,” he says. "It’s 
really amazing—I started meditating three years 
ago, and I haven’t gotten sick once. It’s the best 
thing that ever happened to me, bar none.” ^

It’s a curse to be a Who addict. I started 
on the stuff when I was 10 years old 
and I still can’t shake the monkey. And 
the Who will humiliate you; they will 
make you hide your head in shame. You 
watch that Super Bowl video where 
they’re playing the CS/-edit version of 
“Won’t Get Fooled Again.” And you 
think: what is wrong with me? But then 
one listen to Live at Leeds is all you 
need to reaffirm your allegiance. Losing yourself in the sheer fury of the 
performance, you look out at the world of haters and say, "Fuck you people. 
This is the album I want played at my funeral.” 

From literally the first note of the first song, "Heaven and Hell,” Keith 
Moon launches a Herculean barrage of stickwork that lasts nearly two 
hours. With the Who, it’s all about the drummer, the same way it’s all 
about the guitar when you listen to Hendrix. Moon and Entwistle weave a 
tight, serpentine bottom end that Townshend’s guitar floats over, some¬ 
times playing melodic leads and other times locking in with the rhythm 
section for those dynamic power-chord moments that presage punk rock, 


heavy metal and any derivative thereof. 

In 2001, the release of the Live at Leeds Deluxe Edition 
finally brought to light the unexpurgated concert, includ¬ 
ing the abridged Tommy set. Now, forget what this says 
about me for a moment, but I have 19 different versions of 
Tommy: the original 1969 album, the film soundtrack, the 
home demos, the London Symphony Orchestra version 
and 15 different concert tapes. Leeds dwarfs them all. The 
1969 studio version of Tommy is flawed—brilliant in some 
spots, silly and bloated in others. Loosed onstage, Tommy 
is transformed into an epic journey, the musical equivalent 
of the London Blitz. And when you hear perfectly inter¬ 
twined improvisations on tracks like “Young Man Blues,” 
"Shakin’ All Over” and that bludgeoning Gotterdam- 
merung, "My Generation,” you realize that the Who’s legacy remains intact, 
no matter how hard they’ve tried to ruin it over the past 30-plus years. 

The Live at Leeds Super Deluxe Edition is a guided hypo missile aimed 
straight for the Who junkie’s median cephalic vein. This pricy box set in¬ 
cludes the complete Leeds concert (recorded on February 14,1970), an un¬ 
released performance from the following night in Hull, vinyl re-pressings of 
the original album and a European picture-sleeve seven-inch of "Summer¬ 
time Blues,” a poster and a hardbound book. Rumors that the Hull show 
topped Leeds turn out to be unfounded, but claims that Live at Leeds is the 
greatest live album of all time are hard to dispute.— Chris Simunek 



Girl Talk 

All Day 

(Illegal Art)

Listening to Greg Gillis’s fifth 
album of mashed-up pomo pop 
culture harks back to the early days of rap. Back 
then, some people argued that hip-hop wasn’t 
art because it was built on appropriation—as if 
that were something new. (Led Zeppelin, we’re 
looking at you.) But there was a vibrancy and 
creativity to the sampling back then, and there’s 
a similar energy behind Gillis’s laptop work, 
which is as focused as ever on this album. 

Rap vocals are the bread and butter of 
Gillis’s sound, as he crisply meshes the rhythm 
and timbre of the lyrics to the tone and pace of 
familiar music beds. The combinations run from 
the amusing to the sublime: Belinda Carlisle’s 
"Heaven Is a Place on Earth” over Derek and the 
Dominoes' "Layla”; 01’ Dirty Bastard’s "Shimmy 
Shimmy Ya” b/w Radiohead’s "Creep”; Beck’s 
"Loser” against Snoop Dogg’s "Drop It Like It’s 
Hot.” Among the many other instantly familiar 
snippets are Springsteen’s "Dancing In the 
Dark,” Peter Gabriel’s "In Your Eyes,” Lennon’s 
"Imagine” and Fugazi’s "Waiting Room.” 

Though it squeezes 373 samples into 71 
minutes, All Day is unobtrusive and smooth, not 
as dizzying as Gillis’s 2006 breakthrough, Night 
Ripper (150 samples, 42 minutes), or 2008’s bril¬ 
liant Feed the Animals (322 samples, 53 min¬ 
utes). Whether through the influence of his 
sweaty live shows or a general refinement of his 
process, All Day feels like a party. It’s not as self¬ 
consciously showy as Feed the Animals, but re¬ 
markably listener-friendly: It doesn’t need to be 
the center of attention as it surreptitiously puts 
your ass in gear.—Chris Parker 


Lionize 

Destruction Manual 
(Hardline Entertainment)

Winners of the 2010 HIGH TIMES 
Doobie Award for Best 
Reggae/Soul Record with Space Pope and the Glass 
Machine, Lionize have now followed up that triumph 
with this 12-song LP, which further explores their 
potent blend of rock, funk and reggae. Produced by 
J. Robbins of Jawbox, and featuring guest appear¬ 
ances by such luminaries as David Hinds and Sel- 
wyn Brown of Steel Pulse and Tim Suit of Clutch, 
Destruction Manual highlights the rewards of re¬ 
lentless touring. 

Over the course of playing some 250 live 
shows in the past two years, Lionize have built up 
a loyal following and tightened up their unique 
sound, which shifts easily from heavy stoner-rock 
riffs to rootsy dub rhythms and back again. An¬ 
chored by the relentless rhythm section of drum¬ 
mer LaMel Randolph and bassist Henry Upton, 
Destruction Manual showcases the band’s deft 
mashup of genres, with Nathan Bergman’s heart¬ 
felt vocals and blistering guitar licks comple¬ 
mented by wailing Hammond organ melodies 
from Chris Brooks. 

As they scorch through tunes like the crunchy 
“You’re Trying to Kill Me” and "Savior of Fontana,” 
the catchy "Dumb and Dangerous,” or the expan¬ 
sive rocksteady of "Nation Builders,” there’s no 
mistaking these guys for cruise-ship reggae: Lion¬ 
ize call to mind the Police, Sublime or the Clash at 
their finest. The album’s closer, "Surrender," ends 
with the repeated refrain “It’s a danger zone, a 
battlefield, and I got no shield,” reminding us of 
the vulnerability that a hard outer shell is meant to 
protect—a perfect metaphor for Lionizes singular 
sound.—Danny Danko

The Fabulous Furry Freak 
Brothers Omnibus 
[Knockabout Comics)

Proving that long-term memory 
loss is as much a recreational- 
smoking hazard as short-term, the exact date that 
the Fabulous Furry Freak Brothers made their 
comic-stripped debut has been lost in a haze of 
contradictory reportage, though we can say with 
scientific certainty that it was approximately 40 
years ago. Even so, the three stoner stooges remain 
perfect entertainment for baked slackers in the 
21st century with theirfamed cri de coeurof “Dope 
will get you through times of no money better than 
money will get you through times of no dope.” 

This anthology collects 624 pages of brainy 
Phineas, doltish Fat Freddy and curmudgeonly 
Freewheelin’ Frank (as well as Fat Freddy’s Cat, 
who serves as the brothers’ Greek chorus). The ve¬ 
hicle for cartoonist Gilbert Shelton’s bemused and 
cannabinoid-heavy observations on what sociolo¬ 
gists like to call the counterculture, the trio enjoys 
(or endures) adventures running the gamut from 
the lowbrow and scatological to the circuitously 
psychedelic. Though the cameo players evolve from 
disco threads through punk mohawks, the hirsute 
Freaks continue to inhabit a perpetual 1969. 

Any neuronaut and/or comic book fan knows 
that the herbalized imagination has no limits. 

Thus, when Phineas becomes the World’s First 
Pregnant Man, or the brothers have a fender-ben¬ 
der with an apoplectic and unforgiving Jesus 
Christ, the experienced reader will not mistake 
the heroes’ stoned state for a mental disorder. To 
paraphrase the late Walt Kelly: We have met the 
Fabulous Furry Freak Brothers, and they are us.

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Amid terrible tragedy, vue can still find humor-even though it hurts. By Paul Krassner 



It was Steve Allen—and, later, 

Lenny Bruce—who said, "Comedy 
is tragedy plus time.” But every¬ 
thing is accelerating—even the 
rate of acceleration is accelerat¬ 
ing—and the time between 
tragedy and comedy gets shorter 
and shorter. 

Reality has long been nipping 
at the heels of comedy, and it 
finally caught up. Example: On 
the same day that people were 
being burned alive in the fire at 
the Branch Davidian headquar¬ 
ters in Waco, TX, Jay Leno did a 
joke in his Tonight show mono¬ 
logue about there being two 
kinds of cult members there— 

"regular and crispy.” 

The events themselves, such 
as the recent madman’s mas¬ 
sacre outside a Safeway super¬ 
market in Tucson, can be 
challenging. How could made-up 
humor possibly top the actual 
absurdity of mass murderer Jared Loughner ask¬ 
ing his MySpace friends not to be mad at him? 
After all, he was merely planning to indiscrimi¬ 
nately kill as many innocent human beings as he 
could, with democracy itself as collateral damage. 

The night before Loughner committed his 
senseless slaughter, he had taken photos of him¬ 
self posing with his gun while wearing a G-string 
and displaying his naked ass. Satirist Harry 
Shearer observed: "The nightmare in Tucson is 
the inevitable result of a society where a mentally 
confused young man can purchase a red G-string 
anywhere at any time, and pose with it as he sees 
fit. Can’t we all agree now to lower the tempera¬ 
ture on underwear?” 

Speaking of lowering the temperature, in the 
Pittsburgh Post-Gazette, editorial cartoonist Rob 
Rogers depicted the "US Civil Discourse Gun 
Shop,” in which a customer asks the clerk: “Do 
you have anything versatile enough to go from a 
campaign breakfast to a protest march to a Town 
Hall meeting?” 

And in the Orlando Sentinel, cartoonist Dana 
Summers drew another gun store selling semi¬ 
automatic weapons with a 31 -bullet clip. In the 
drawing, the clerk explains to a customer: "Say 
you have 31 burglars break into your house .... ” 

On the Monday following the tragic weekend, 
Jon Stewart was unable to find anything funny to 
say about it. Nor could Stephen Colbert, though 
he did present a montage of news clips with vari¬ 
ous explanations for Loughner’s behavior. The 
final one, from Fox News—"He is also being 
described as a left-wing political pothead”—man¬ 


aged to evoke laughter from the audience. 

In October 2008, Loughner told an old friend, 
Bryce Tierney, that he wasn’t going to smoke 
marijuana any more. Tierney never saw him 
smoke pot after that and was surprised at media 
reports that Loughner was rejected by the Army 
in 2009 for failing a drug test: "He was clean .... I 
saw him after that continuously. He would not do 
it... after he quit, he was just off the wall.” 

But Loughner did not fail a drug test at the 
processing station. Rather, he admitted on an 
application form that he had smoked marijuana 
"hundreds of times.” He didn’t know that the mili¬ 
tary has an official maximum number of times 
that you can admit to smoking pot in the past. 

A journalist I know acknowledges that he tried 
to join the Air Force at the San Diego recruitment 
office, but "when the subject of drugs came up, I 
figured, ‘Okay, I have long hair, I look maybe 
homeless, they’re going to know I’m lying if I say 
I’ve always been straight. I’ll say I’ve smoked pot 
seven or eight times—something ridiculously, 
embarrassingly low. Whatever it was, it was too 
high. The recruiter said. ‘You can’t have smoked 
more than five times. Go away, kid—maybe the 
Marines will take you.’ Two weeks later, I was at 
the Sacramento recruitment office and I had 
the ‘magic number.’ I joined the Air Force—one of 
the stupider things I’ve done.” ^

19 push in Cali¬ 
fornia brought the 
legalization movement 
into the mainstream 
media in a big way. In 
fact, cable TV has 
been flooded with a 
slew of special 
reports and documen¬ 
taries about pot—many of 
which, while attempting to 
appear unbiased, have 
leaned decidedly in our 
direction. For instance: 

In early November, 

CNN ran a weeklong 
series called Marijuana on 
the Ballot on its daytime 
CNN Newsroom program, 
which featured an exten¬ 
sive segment on the histo¬ 
ry and mission of HIGH 
TIMES—including growing, civil liberties and 
the launch of our new medical-marijuana 
mag. The film crew came to our offices and 
shot interviews with a number of eminent 
staffers. Disappointingly, I wasn’t among 
them—however, I did get some screen time in 
the footage they shot of our editorial meeting. 

About a month later, CNBC aired Marijuana 
USA, the sequel to last year’s Marijuana Inc. 
special. This one featured a Kentucky anti-drug 
strike force, Oaksterdam University in North¬ 
ern Cali, and the cannabis “gold rush” in Col¬ 
orado. One of the segments focused on a clinic 
just outside of Denver called Relaxed Clarity— 
the very clinic I had visited on my trip there last 
July. I was covering the medical scene and 
wanted to learn about the prescription process 
for myself. The folks at Relaxed Clarity walked 
me through the entire process, as though I 
were actually applying for a medical-marijuana 
recommendation myself—I filled out the 
paperwork, was examined by Dr. James 
Boland, and even received a mock temporary 
medical card. The staff were super-friendly and 
pretty excited to have an editor from HIGH 
TIMES at their establishment—so much so that 
they asked me to autograph one of their T- 
shirts, which was hanging on the wall in the 
waiting room. Well imagine my surprise when, 
watching the program these several months 


later, I noticed that same T-shirt as the back¬ 
drop for CNBC’s interview with Dr. Boland! 

But by far the coolest pot special I saw last 
year had to be Marijuana: A Chronic History, a 
omprehensive two-hour documentary on the 
History Channel. The show 
briefly chronicled the plan¬ 
’s entire story: its various 
tates of legality in the US 
nd around the world 
(including the Emerald Tri¬ 
angle, Jamaica, Portugal 
and Amsterdam), dispen- 
aries and delivery ser- 
ices, even edibles and lab 
testing. It also featured inter¬ 
views with pot proponents like 
NORML director Alan St. Pierre, 
musician Melissa Etheridge, 
former HT editor Larry “Ratso” 
Sloman, and comedians Joe 
Rogan and Doug Benson—as 
well as opposing opinions from 
the likes of Drug Czar Gil Ker- 
likowske, the heads of several 
law-enforcement agencies, and 
a dimwit named Alexandra 
Datig, the founder of some 
anti-weed organization called Nip It in the Bud. 

Now, as a veteran pot reporter, specials like 
these rarely show me anything I haven’t already 
seen. But around half an hour in, I saw some¬ 
thing that I never expected to see— myself. 
Apparently, the good folks over at History Inter¬ 
national had contacted the powers that be here 
at HT and obtained permission to use excerpts 
from our 20th Anniversary Cannabis Cup DVD in 
their special, and ended up using it as their 
“stock” stoner footage. So there I was (along 
with most of my co-workers), sniffing, rolling 
and blazing a ton of choice strains at the Cup 
Temple in Amsterdam—again and again for 
nearly an hour of the show. Better yet, I even 
had a line: “the Holy Hand Grenade,” a refer¬ 
ence from Monty Python and the Holy Grail that I 
jokingly made in regard to a particularly large 
nug. I must say, to be so prominently featured in 
the History Channel’s definitive "potumentary" 
was quite an unanticipated honor. 

Someday, when cannabis is finally legal 
and accepted and HIGH TIMES has its own tele¬ 
vision network, I’ll host my own stoner- 
lifestyle show and 
truly make history. 

In the meantime, I 
guess I’ll have to 
settle for news- 
clip cameos.

Steep Hill Lab is setting guidelines for healthy, effective cannabis-and the industry is 
responding. In fact, Steep Hill’s SafeCannabis seal of approval is on its way to becoming 
the nationally recognized standard for quality assurance. By Samantha Nicholas 



It’s located in a nondescript, boxlike building in Oakland, CA. Noth¬ 
ing in the building’s appearance suggests that it houses the leading 
cannabis lab in the US. But behind those doors, over 16,000 sam¬ 
ples of medical pot have been tested since 2008. 

This is the Steep Hill Cannabis Analysis Laboratory, where Cali¬ 
fornia growers and dispensaries submit their products to make 
sure they’re pure, pesticide-free and properly measured for po¬ 
tency. It’s as though Steep Hill has planted a flag in the end zone 
and already declared victory for an industry that’s still in its in¬ 
fancy. Essentially, the message of Steep Hill is this: “We have es¬ 


DeMoura teamed up with David Lampach, also a grower, who 
committed himself to becoming an expert in gas chromatogra¬ 
phy/mass spectrometry analysis, which allows testers to precisely 
identify different substances within a sample. GC/MS can also iden¬ 
tify trace elements in materials that were previously thought to 
have disintegrated beyond identification. 

Lampach was responsible for developing the rigid potency¬ 
testing regimen that the lab currently uses, while DeMoura sought 
out new clients. Success for the enterprise soon followed, but with 
it came a new set of responsibilities and business requirements. 


tablished a viable industry; now let's build upon that success and 
create the best cannabis products in the marketplace.” 

The laboratory was founded by two veteran medical-pot growers 
who’d been cultivating legal crops since the passage of California’s 
historic Prop. 215, which sanctioned the use of marijuana by medical 
patients. Addison DeMoura, who owned a dispensary, recognized

“My job is basically to pull things together,” Grabstein says,

THC stone by selecting a strain higher in CBD. 

Cannabinol (CBN) is a different matter altogether: It results 
from the degradation of the harvested product due to exposure to 
light and air. Storing cannabis in a cool, dark, airtight container re¬ 
duces CBN. At the same time, CBN is mildly psychoactive; in fact,

some researchers believe that CBN is responsible 
for the drowsiness that many people say they ex¬ 
perience when they smoke, making it useful for 
patients seeking a sedative effect. 

Obviously, med-pot consumers must consider 
a variety of factors when they decide upon a prod¬ 
uct to purchase. Thankfully, Steep Hill has made 
that process a lot simpler with the institution of its 
SafeCannabis testing program. 

"It comprises all of the quality-control testing 
that we currently offer [and] bundles it into one 
cohesive program,” Grabstein says. "We market 
that seal and that certification so that people can 


learn to identify the SafeCannabis seal and know 
that it’s been tested for pesticide residues, mi¬ 
croorganism contaminants and potency. 

"We are interested in following the California 
certification model. The California Certified Organic 
Farm Association is a good example: They have a 
logo and a seal, and when a farm gets certified, that 
seal accompanies all of its packaging. It's a mark 
that consumers can recognize for quality and stan¬ 
dards. This is the very first certification program for 
cannabis in the US. We’re setting a standard.” 

Growers and dispensaries that have their 
products tested can take advantage of Steep 


Hill’s packaging services for legal medical¬ 
growing operations. The tamper-proof packag¬ 
ing keeps products fresh, substantially reducing 
mold and bacterial growth and significantly re¬ 
ducing degradation and discoloration; it also in¬ 
cludes oxygen and humidity indicators to show if 
the package has been tampered with. Clients 
can use the lab’s Certificate of Analysis results 
to label their packages. This allows growers to 
distribute their products to dispensaries with 
the SafeCannabis seal, accompanied by the re¬ 
sults log and information for documenting and 
validating the analysis. 

The dispensaries can use the supplied infor¬ 
mation to validate the authenticity of the Safe¬ 
Cannabis seal by contacting Steep Hill directly. 
With the identifying batch and lot numbers on 
each package, the dispensary can track the re¬ 
sults and ensure that the products have been an¬ 
alyzed. As a result, the packaging meets the 
chain-of-custody requirements linking the con¬ 
tents to the lab analysis, and patients are assured 
that the medicine they receive has been tested. 
Consumers no longer need to rely on the reputa¬ 
tion of a grower or the well-meaning assurances 
of a budtender behind the counter. Now cannabis 
buyers can read the stats on the product them¬ 
selves before buying. 

Steep Hill already works with over 200 differ¬ 
ent dispensaries. "We’ve just rolled out the prod¬ 
uct,” Grabstein says. “We have a number of edible 
producers that are currently on board, and they’re 
actively getting their products certified right now. 
Once dispensaries start receiving bags of cannabis 
in our standardized packaging directly from the 
growers, they’re not going to want to buy cannabis 
that hasn’t been sealed and packaged in a stan¬ 
dardized, safe way, with the quality-control results 
that go along with it. It will change everything.” 

In effect, Steep Hill has established a new tier 
of competition and a more meticulous breed of pot 
grower. Those who want to stay in business must 
improve their techniques to meet these new qual¬ 
ity standards. Fundamentally, it's put-up-or-shut- 
up time,

When Steep Hill Lab first introduced its SafeCannabis testing pro¬ 
gram, Elemental Wellness immediately signed on. Addison De- 
Moura, who introduced the program to the collective, says the 
results have been both gratifying and pleasantly surprising. 

"The concept has blown people away,” DeMoura reports. "Pa¬ 
tients want assurance of quality, and they’re getting it. People are 
actually asking if collectives have specific strains that are Safe- 
Cannabis-tested—and if not, why not?” 

But if the history of Elemental Wellness is any indication, the 
patients will have their way. Like any other successful business 
that wants to retain customers through exemplary service, Ele¬ 
mental Wellness unveils new programs monthly. The members of 
this San Jose collective already have access to cultivation, cooking 
and yoga classes, as well as seminars on legal issues and how to 
start a cannabusiness. Needless to say, though, it’s the great 
strains that keep patients returning. 

This sleek, inviting collective features long showcases of 
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Steep Hill-tested strains, including True OG, last year’s second-place winner at 
the HIGH TIMES Medical Cannabis Cup in San Francisco. In the gardens where 
Elemental’s prize strains are grown, simplicity reigns. Well water processed 
with simple filters is used. Fresh nutrients are mixed in every day—a combina¬ 
tion of organics mixed with coco plus some high-quality inorganic nutrients. 

The concoction provides consistent, stable results. 

"It’s as simple as you can get," says the grower. ”1 feel that it’s really neces¬ 
sary to come in and look at the plants every day. Hand-watering prevents any 
failure of automation; we knoweverything gets watered. We’re able to time the 
process and see when it drains out. Ours is just a simple drain-away—the 
waste collects in a reservoir and then gets pumped out, where it’s reused out in 
my backyard for other plants. 

“The garden isn’t running CO 2 ,” he continues. “This is a free-air system; it’s 
bringing in air from outside. We’re not sealing any type of CO 2 . Our air condi¬ 
tioning is just more effective—we’re able to get the temperatures that we need 
and not pump CO 2 into the atmosphere. 

“Right now, everything is about three weeks into flower. We have 90 plants, 
one 1,000-watt light for each of 10 trays. The most expensive things we have are 
the digital ballasts. I can dim them down to 600 during the first couple of weeks; 

I can dim them down to 600 during the last couple of weeks. If you’ve only got 
one room and you’re gonna skimp on things, don’t skimp on the ballasts!" 

For pest control, he sometimes uses a simple sulfur burner instead of rely¬ 


At SPARC, vertical integration is embraced. Under the 
guidance of director Erich Pearson, the center oversees a 
number of flourishing growrooms that turn out pounds of 
top-notch medicine, as well as outdoor gardens that are 
efficient and productive enough to generate medicine that 
only costs between $140 and $160 per ounce. 

“We have $35 eighths that we’ve created—Green 
Dragon, which is [also known as] Green Crack,” Pearson 
says. “Our prices are unheard of. We’re cutting out the 
black market where a lot of marijuana originates. Actu¬ 
ally, it’s more of a gray market—but the medicine goes 
through six different hands, and someone is always 
adding their cut. 

“Often, you have to pay a middleman just to meet 
someone,” he continues. “But that [middleman] is get¬ 
ting $100 a pound, and they never even touched it—they just introduced some¬ 
one. It's problematic, because you have product moving through all these 
different hands, and you don’t have control of the quality. Some people may re¬ 
moisturize it; some people may make it drier. The bottom line is that it arrives 
way too expensive.” 

Steep Hill Lab tests all of SPARC’s medicine for THC, CBD and mold with 
Steep Hill and those figures are posted on packages of medicine and on the 
SPARC menu. Pearson explains: “With vertical integration, we don’t have to 
test for pesticides, because we know what the hell we put on our plants. We do 
test for mold, because even though we grow ourselves, you have to be vigilant.” 

And the prices? Remarkable. No ounce costs more than $260, and the high¬ 
est eighth tops out at $55 (Banana Diesel, with a THC content of 20.5 percent). 

The headquarters for the collective is spacious, decorated with a nod to¬ 
ward Asian simplicity. SPARC’s services tend to incorporate the use of cannabis 
with practices aimed toward boosting inner wellness. SPARC hosts a variety of 
support groups, as well as ayurvedic cooking classes, art therapy, and a num¬ 
ber of different group meditations that include cannabis use. 

"Members of our collective come to us first for medicine,” Pearson says. 
"Over time, we want them to utilize other healing techniques that can help 
them address their problems.” ^

"It’s our biggest problem here in California,” he says, 
"especially working in a collective, where we’re in ca¬ 
hoots with other growers all the time.” 

Because of the health issues that mold can pose, be¬ 
fore he starts a new garden, everything in the growroom 
is pulled out; then the floors are painted and resealed. 
This is because dispensaries that also operate grow¬ 
rooms are ethically bound to provide the healthiest prod¬ 
uct possible. Understandably, Elemental Wellness calls 
itself "the next generation of cannabis collectives.” 

Another member of this next generation is the San 
Francisco Patient Resource Center (SPARC), one of the 
city’s premier medical-marijuana dispensaries, which 
operates as a vertically integrated company (i.e., a sup¬ 
ply chain united through a common owner—each mem¬ 
ber or link in the chain produces a different product or 
provides a different service, but each contributes to fill¬ 
ing a common need).

Business is booming for Big Mike, be¬ 
cause he’s rigorously focused his team of six 
full-time employees on customer service— 
being friendly as well as knowledgeable 
about top glass artists and the techniques 
they use. 

“Every customer experience has to be a 
happy one,” he says. “We depend on return 
business.” 

He admits to being a “hard man to work 
for," but he takes good care of his employees 
as long as they follow the rules—rules that 
have allowed Big Mike to remain successful 
and legal. 

“I follow the letter of the law,” he says 
firmly. “Nobody enters who's under 18. And 
if you start talking about drugs in any way, 
we’ll ask you to leave. It doesn’t mean you 
can’t come back another day, but we won’t 
tolerate talk of illegal activities—it’s how 
undercover cops shut you down. All my mer- 

I chandise is for tobacco use only; that’s what 
it’s intended for. So if you talk about bongs, 
we’ll ask you to leave too. I know these are 
silly word games, but it’s the law.”

Some may scoff at the disingenuous 
nature of doing business in the pipe indus¬ 
try, but the organized advocacy that char¬ 
acterizes the legal cannabis movement is 
absent on paraphernalia issues. Headshop 
owners are on the front lines everyday- 
alone—and they’re bound by strict guide¬ 
lines. Compliance equals survival. 

Federal law defines “drug parapher¬ 
nalia” as products that are primarily in¬ 
tended or designed for ingesting, inhaling 
or otherwise using controlled substances. 
Unfortunately, the law leaves the human 
element out of the equation: You don’t 
have an illegal intention; the pipe does! 
Regardless of whether you fill your bowl 
with tobacco or some other herb mixture, 
it’s still a marijuana pipe. That’s why the 
semantical tap dance is necessary. Fun¬ 
damentally, it seems, the Feds object to 
color: A traditional tobacco pipe is wood, 
very adult and distinguished-looking, and 
usually brown or a black/brown combina¬ 
tion. Comic-book colors and adornments 
like little gremlins or butterflies are for¬ 
bidden; according to Uncle Sam, only a pot 
smoker could possibly appreciate such 
frippery. So dealing in glass parapherna¬ 
lia can still be dangerous. 

The entire industry took a hard jolt 
seven years ago when the US Justice De¬ 
partment mounted Operations Head¬ 
hunter and Pipe Dreams. Companies with 
websites that shipped glass over state 
lines were targeted. Fifty people were 
busted, and 11 dot-coms were shut 
down—not much of a victory, but it cer¬ 
tainly gave the industry the tremors, es¬ 
pecially when the Feds thumped their 
chest and bellowed: “People selling drug 
paraphernalia are in essence no different 
from drug dealers. They are as much a 
part of drug trafficking as silencers are a 
part of criminal homicide” (to quote then- 
Acting DEA Administrator John B. Brown).

Temporarily, commerce went 
underground. Websites vanished 
and top artists began selling their 
pieces on a private basis. But, in re¬ 
ality, nothing has changed too dra¬ 
matically. In fact, many would say 
the landscape for the industry has 
improved. Glass-smokeware com¬ 
petitions are becoming common¬ 
place, while training classes for 
aspiring glassblowers are packed. 
And, thankfully, headshops can still 
do business in America without ha¬ 
rassment-provided they operate 
in a progressive, tolerant commu¬ 
nity and strive to walk a straight 
and narrow path. 

In our current economic climate, 
it’s significant that the cannabis in¬ 
dustry (and all its offshoots) is flour¬ 
ishing, providing jobs and stability 
for thousands of Americans, even as 
other businesses flounder. No bet¬ 
ter example exists than Kaos Glass, 
a Southern California-based glass- 
smokeware manufacturer, which 
has been turning out handsome, 
solidly made products since 1998. 
Between glassblowers, salespeople, 
packers and other assorted work¬ 
ers, Kaos employs a workforce of 
50. Many of these are immigrants 
with families. 

A gentle giant named Tater 
serves as spokesman for Kaos. 
“This is a strong industry; this is a 
real industry,” he says. “It’s real 
manufacturing in America. We’re 
still making something—this isn’t a 
pie-in-the-sky Ponzi scheme. We 
exist because people like our glass. 
We’ve found the right price point for 
what we do. Our quality keeps us in 
existence.”

Kaos focuses on what it sees as 
the vast middle-range market, what 
people can realistically afford to 
spend on a pipe. 

As Tater says: “I’m a kid in a 
candy store when I go to an exhibi¬ 
tion. I give all praise to what these 
top artists are doing, but the Kaos 
business model is not based on that. 
Our base is what we perceive as the 
majority of the market. The ultra- 
high end? It doesn’t move fast 
enough. It’s just too much to invest in 
for most headshops.” 

What you’re going to get from 
Kaos is a solid and pretty piece of 
glass. Moreover, the company pro¬ 
duces well over 500 different styles 
of pipe. 

“This industry is no different 
from any other,” Tater points out. 
“There are collectors with the eco¬ 
nomic means behind them. You see 
guitars going at auction at a million 
five—does it really play that much 
different than the guitar you get for 
two grand? I don’t know; you tell me. 


It’s a perception of value, and this in¬ 
dustry is no different. Pipes are 
worth what you’re willing to pay for 
them. But we own the market for the 
highest middle-range quality.” 

One of the thorns in the side of 
the industry is the plague of cheap 
imported pipes that have made their 
way into the marketplace. Often 
manufactured with sweatshop labor 
and disguised as something other 
than paraphernalia, these pipes ar¬ 
rive without a bowl hole. Ken of 
Chameleon Glass in Phoenix, AZ, ex¬ 
plains what happens next: “Later, 
the bowl hole is drilled out, which se¬ 
verely weakens the pipe at precisely 
the point that it needs to be at its 
strongest due to the constant heating 
and cooling of the bowl, which causes 
expansion and contraction. Drilling 
ruins pipe strength and leaves glass 
shards and powder for the user to in¬ 
hale. The shards and powder, similar 
to asbestos, cause silicosis—a per¬ 
manent and debilitating disease sim¬ 
ilar to mesothelioma.” 
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Darby once again demonstrates his 
affinity for pipes with a natural theme 
in four different impressions of cacti. 


Customs officials have been more vigilant 
about imported smokeware in recent years, but it 
still slips through.

I straints, many would like to see more cooperation 
between different sectors of the cannabis industry. 

“People say, ‘Hey, dispensaries are opening 
up—that must be great for you.’ Well, not really," 
Tater says. "They’re squeezing out the traditional 
retailer, because they don’t value the sale of a pipe 
as much. If they’re making their cut off of selling the 
medicine, they’ll throw in a pipe to build brand 
awareness, but it devalues the overall value of a 
pipe. You can’t sell medicine at your headshop—you 
have to keep margin inside of those pipes. But a dis¬ 
pensary uses a pipe as a giveaway; they don’t mind 
because their margin is made up in the medicine that 
they’re selling. What is the general quality of these 
things? Not good.” 

But America leads the world in glass artistry, and

ilass smokeware as the poor stepchild of the legaliza- 
on movement, discretion remains of the utmost im- 
ortance.

This California medical grower started out 
a feuu years back with a few tables in an 
unused bedroom in her house. Now she’s 
growing out a custom-built hydro system 
in a warehouse under 16,000 watts. 


My first California growroom was my whole life. Each hour spent, every dollar invested, all of 
my thoughts were centered on that 6,000-watt master bedroom. Like the well-trained owner of 
a snobby show dog, the garden and I shared a personality and a daily schedule and were basi¬ 
cally co-dependent. It was the culmination of a lifelong dream. 

I think back to the hours of grooming and days spent preparing for my first visit from Free¬ 
bie—longtime hero and numero uno cannabis photographer for HIGH TIMES. Before he showed 
up, I devoted hours to inspecting each of those 180 plants and removing every purple petiole or j 
wind-scarred leaf. 

Now, two years later, my hours in the garden are not spent on vanity. As a commercial 
grower with multiple gardens to manage, grooming is standard for sanitation and maintenance. 
Reservoirs are larger, the jobs take longer, and experienced help is hard to find. The trim crew 
have been promoted to second-string gardeners, and the cycles come and go so quickly. 
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The basic priorities 
for top-quality bud 
are clean growrooms 
and healthy plants. 


Building the Rooms 

The basic priorities for top-quality bud are clean grow¬ 
rooms and healthy plants. This is achieved by complete en¬ 
vironmental control in closed systems. Each growroom is 
sealed from the outside air, protecting it from pests, adul¬ 
terants and changes in the environment. This sealed room 
was created by building a box inside of a 2,000-square-foot 
warehouse unit. The box is made of insulated drywall and has a system of rooms separated by doors to 
isolate the controlled environments in the grow areas. 

As I stand back today and admire the 10-foot walls, I realize how much they’re taken for granted. The 
two-by-four-built frames, the rolls of R-13 insulation, and even the rough spackling were all carefully in¬ 
stalled by our team of three dedicated, educated and well-equipped amateurs (myself included). Every 
inch is custom-made and hand-built. 

The electric closet, which contains all of the timers and electrical systems, has every switch and outlet 
labeled to minimize mistakes. The 125 amps of power limit our ideal garden size to eight 1,000-watt lights 
... at a time. Two eight-light rooms are mirrored across an adjoining wall; running on a "flip-flop” system, 
one room has daytime while the other side has its night. There is one shared air conditioner, powerful 
enough to cool one room at a time. 


Hydro-Drip System 

At the beginning of the cycle, the warehouse is busy with helpers creating an 80/20 percent mix of coco to 
perlite and then hauling it into the first flowering room. The medium is scooped into 1-gallon grow bags 
that have the bottom two inches covered in washed hydroton for drainage. The stuffed bags are topped off 
with a 6- to 10-inch clone. Sixty times per eight tables, we carefully plant and trim each clone to resemble 
a tiny palm tree. 

We punch 1/4” tubing into the plastic grow bags, securing the feed lines over the coco mix. The other 
side of these 1/4” tubes is fed by a 1/2” tube that runs lengthwise down the table. There are three 1/2” 
tubes feeding each table, connected with a three-pronged PVC manifold. Each manifold is plugged to a 
PVC outlet that disappears behind the wall and runs to a separate room containing three 250-gallon water 
totes and a hydrologic water filter. Each table has its own 1,000-gph (gallon per hour) pump moving the 
nutrient solution to the medium. There is usually one reservoir used for each of the two rooms, and a sec¬ 
ond one ready as a backup.

Vegging and Flowering Within the Limits 

The flip-flop system offers an interesting chal¬ 
lenge when long days are necessary. Because 
there’s only enough power to run one room at a 
time, all of the clones are planted in the first flow¬ 
ering room. Labeled with colored stakes in bags 
squeezed side to side, 120 clones share each of 
four tables in order to receive 24 hours of light for 
seven to 10 days. Occasional foliar feeds of Ni- 
trozyme or Liquid Light are applied. After the 
plants look strong and show root growth, half of 


them are carried into the second flowering room. 

Sixty plants of each strain are spread across 
four 4’ x 8’ tables in each of the two rooms. The 
timer is set to flip the system at noon and mid¬ 
night, initiating the flowering cycle. The noon flip 
leaves ample time to tend both rooms during the 
daylight cycle. All of the strains chosen have a 
flowering time of approximately 60 days. 

Choosing Varieties 

Many strains get their chance to shine when eight 
tables are harvested every other month, so selec¬ 
tion is always available. Some tables hold proven 
winners, while others run strains for test pur¬ 
poses. The tester in this batch is Blue Cheese, a 
stinky phenotype of Blueberry x UK Cheese. There 
is usually at least one table of Ultra Violet, Grand- 
daddy Purple or Purple Kush, because the consis¬ 
tently deep purple color and taste are always in 
demand. These purple strains mature fast and are 
easy to trim at the end. Other strains that receive 
regular rotation include Casey Jones, Jack Herer 
and Chemdog. All of the strains have performed 
well in this system, to the pleasure of our club buy¬ 
ers, whose patients want something new under 
the counter each time they visit. The constant in¬ 
flux of new strains keeps an excitement in the gar¬ 
den and a principle of variety that has been a 
cornerstone since that first home grow. 

Feeding 

The feeding schedule is simple and consistent. 

The timer on the 1,000-gph pumps is set for two 
30-second waterings one minute apart, which are 
counted as one feeding. This will increase to two 
and then three feedings as the plants develop. 


They are fed with a mixture of General Hydropon¬ 
ics Flora Nova, Micro and Bloom at a 6:9 ratio, di¬ 
luted to 800 ppm, plus a heavy dose of SM-90 that 
helps to fight powdery mildew. 

This recipe will not change until 32 days later 
when the Micro is cut out completely, removing all 
nitrogen from the feed mix. Seven days before 
harvest, the flushing begins, meaning the plants 
receive only fresh water, pH-balanced to 5.8-ish. 
Instead of running the flush water through the 
feed system, more salts are removed when we 
hand-wash using a pump and hose. 


Lighting 

Sixteen non-air-cooled, 1,000-watt high-pressure 
sodium (HPS) lamps give the most lumens possi¬ 
ble to each plant, which is important because light 
is energy that will be converted to dense, sticky 
buds. We have eight lights in each room, but all of 
the cords run through the ceiling to the 16 mag¬ 
netic ballasts that are secured on the roof of the 
box, inside the upper limit of the warehouse ceil¬ 
ing. This is a good place for the hot ballasts, and 
it’s accessible enough.

Environmental Controls 

To balance the heat of 8,000 watts, a 4-ton split-unit air 
conditioner runs full-time; a damper on a timer in the 
ducting controls which room gets the blast of cold air. 
Instead of drawing attention with the outdoor compo¬ 
nents of the air conditioner, the compressor has a room 
within the system that is air-cooled with two 8-inch Vor¬ 
tex fans in the ceiling pulling cool air from the windows. 

Running 24/7 in each room is a Santa Fe 100-pint- 
per-day dehumidifier, as well as many fans hanging 
from the walls or trellis or at various levels from the 
floor. This air movement is a strong defense against 
mold spores. 

Sealed rooms require a supplement of carbon diox¬ 
ide. The choice for this system is a 20-pound tank with a 
regulator in each room; each regulator is operated by a 
Sentinel environmental controller. Most of the features 
of the Sentinel go unused, but having a digital monitor 
readable from outside the room allows for closer ob¬ 
servation during dark cycles. 

























Harvesting & Drying 

Harvesting happens over a week or two with a crop this size. 
Each morning, before the warehouse neighbors can be of¬ 
fended by the smell, the plants are cut down, usually one or 

* two tables per day. Sealed into large plastic boxes and loaded 
1 into a van, the buds are transported to the trim location, 

where they are manicured immediately. In a cozy living room, 

I see most of the same trimmers that helped us labor through 

* the first few harvests; now they are skilled and confident. 

















We use the same system for this part of the har¬ 
vest as we always have. Tomato cages are convenient 
units for drying and carrying the stems of trimmed 
bud. In the dark dry room, a dehumidifier maintains 
60% humidity, and the house thermostat holds the 
temperature at 65°F. After five to seven days, the dry 
buds are cut from the stem and sealed in plastic 
boxes that are burped daily until the following week, 
when they are sold to the local cannabis club. 

Complete commitment to quality has kept our bud 
in high demand. Our commercial system is small 
enough to ensure that every bud is of premium qual¬ 
ity, handcrafted and individually loved. The plants re¬ 
turn that adoration with heavy yields of especially 
strong nuggets. I am proud to help produce such elite 
product, but mostly grateful to smoke it!

Finally, it’s that time of year again! Time to get those 
clones made and start them vegging. Time to head outside 
and find your secret spot, get your ground ready-and, of 
course, make sure no one else can find it. Here’s the how¬ 
to on creating, maintaining and, most importantly, keeping 
an outdoor guerrilla grow. By Nico Escondido

visit possible sites at multiple times well before 
the grow season begins. The winter is an obvious 
time to seek one out, since there are clear sight¬ 
lines all around and vegetation is sparse, plus 
maneuverability is much easier. 

However, visiting in the summer is equally 
important for the exact opposite reason: to see 
how overgrown your spot will be with lush sum¬ 
mer vegetation. This is especially important when 
dealing with trees overhead that can severely cut 
into the sunlight your plants need. When looking 
to the sky to determine the amount of sunlight a 
plot will receive, remember that up to 50 percent 
of that light can be cut down in peak summer 
months by tree branches and leaves. 

Two more essential points must be consid¬ 
ered when choosing an outdoor spot: First, the 
plot must have good southern exposure (assum¬ 
ing you’re growing in the northern hemisphere), 
and second, the plot must have ample drainage 
for rain runoff. Finding a small hillside plot can 
meet both of these criteria, as gravity will aid in 
preventing stagnant water from collecting and 
rotting your plants, while the higher elevation of a 
south-facing hillside will also provide good op¬ 
portunity for maximum sunlight. 

When checking to see if a plot offers good 


drainage, it’s very important to check out the soil 
content of the ground. No doubt a savvy grower 
will choose a plot that already has lush growth, as 
that land is obviously able to support vigorous 
plant life. Digging down a few inches into the 
earth will reveal the true quality of the medium. 
Soil composed solely of clay is not going to drain 
well; conversely, soil composed mainly of sand 
and silt won't properly support mature plants or 
their root structures. A fine, loamy balance is 
needed to sustain life sufficiently, so if you chose 
a poor piece of earth, soil amendment may be the 
only recourse. 

Lastly, it’s never a bad idea to place a garden 
plot near a small stream or creek, if possible. Of 
course, don’t do this at the expense of security: 
Waterways with high foot traffic and recreational 
use are not advisable. But even small amounts of 
moving water can go a long way toward ensuring 
that your crop survives any summer droughts. 
Spring or stream water can slowly seep into the 
surrounding areas, providing that extra bit of 
moisture that plants need to see them through 
tough times. Additionally, if your plot is near 
water, it makes it that much easier to water your 
plants with a small can or bucket when you make 
a maintenance visit. 
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Choosing Your Garden Plot 

The first step in creating an outdoor guerrilla 
grow is choosing the right place for your garden 
patch. For starters, doing a guerrilla grow on 
public lands—especially in state and national 
parks—is not recommended. The "guerrilla” as¬ 
pect of growing refers to security and the stealthy 
nature of the grow, not to acting like a baboon. 

Not only can an outdoor marijuana patch spoil 
beautiful places for others to enjoy, it can also 
ruin fragile ecosystems as well as lead to even 
harsher penalties if detected by law enforcement. 

No matter where you decide to grow, there 
will always be some risk. If you can’t grow safely 
on land that you own, the best course is to find a 
place that is not recreational or open to much 
human traffic. Forgotten wastelands, such as 
near abandoned railroad lines, can sometimes 
provide a surprisingly useful place for a small 
patch. In terms of thwarting marijuana thieves, 
it’s better to choose a plot on uninhabited private 
lands instead of public lands that tend to host 
more human activity. Heavily wooded forest 
patches or overgrown fields adjacent to desolate 
or rural homesteads can provide better isolation 
and security for a garden plot. 

The key to finding a suitable outdoor plot is to 
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Prepping the Plot 

Prepping your grow site is a necessary 
step toward having a successful outdoor 
crop. The timing for site preparation is 
crucial, as growers need to begin some¬ 
time after the ground thaws but before the 
spring rains come. 

The first step is clearing away all over¬ 
growth, weeds and fallen debris in the 
area. This may also include some intense 
uprooting of smaller shrubs and churning 
the soil over to make sure that no leftover 
root blockages exist within the ground. 

When it comes to soil, growers have 
two options: They can either use the exist¬ 
ing soil, which entails tilling the plot ex¬ 
tensively and dislodging rocks, sticks and 
roots, or they can amend (or entirely re¬ 
place, if need be) the soil with their own 
mix of soil base and additives. 

While the latter option is more attrac¬ 
tive for growing quality cannabis, it can 
also be the riskier option. Trekking large 
bales of loam, soilless mix, perlite, 
humus, etc., can be very noticeable to oth¬ 
ers (not to mention exhausting). Entirely 
replacing the soil of a plot requires dig¬ 
ging up a good 12 inches of the existing 
dirt and replacing it with a loamier, viable 
soil medium. This type of undertaking can 
take days to accomplish, depending on the 
size and location of your plot, but the up¬ 
side is that once it's done properly, you’ll 
have a solid site to grow on for several 
years to come with only minor upkeep 
along the way. Still, a few hours of tilling 
the existing soil will usually do the trick 
for growers who want to keep it simple 
and use the existing land. 

Aside from soil quality, other factors to 
consider when prepping your plot are pest 
protection and security. It's usually a good 
idea to surround your plot with chicken 
wire or some sort of mesh to keep out 
small animals and rodents. Rolls of wire 
or mesh fencing are generally easy to 
transport and install. Use small trees and 
large shrubs to define the perimeter of 
your plot, then affix the fencing to the 
trunks using a staple gun or small tack 
nails that the wire can be easily bent over. 
It's also advisable to leave an extra length 
of fencing at the bottom along the ground; 
this should be buried a few inches below 
the surface to help keep burrowing pests 
from getting into your garden. 

Only use earth-toned fencing (gray, 
brown, etc.) that blends in with the sur¬ 
roundings, and make an easy, gated ac¬ 
cess point for you to enter and leave from. 
Once your perimeter is in place, camou¬ 
flage it by weaving sticks, branches, and 
cut weeds or grass throughout the fenc¬ 
ing. Make sure it's in no way visible to a 
random passerby at a distance of more 
than 15 feet (anyone closer than that will 
likely smell your plants anyway).

Garden Security 

Garden security is probably the most important 
aspect of a guerrilla grow. As mentioned ear¬ 
lier, guerrilla growing usually means that 
you’re not growing on your own property. While 
this means less legal risk for you (unless you’re 
actually caught at the site), it does pose a more 
significant threat from rippers or thieves. 

Camouflage goes a long way in aiding secu¬ 
rity, and it’s usually a good idea (both for secu¬ 
rity and cultivation) to use a mulching agent 
that will help conceal any unusual colors that 
may have been added to the ground by soil ad¬ 
ditives (for example, vermiculite or perlite). 

The mulch will also help keep water locked in 
the ground during dry spells. Coco coir makes 
an excellent choice as a mulching agent and 
can help ensure that there are no bright colors 
to be seen from a distance or above. Keep in 
mind that hunters and hikers may pass through 
even the remotest areas. 

Mixing in other plants around the perimeter 
of your garden will provide additional cover. 
Planting a few native bushes or small trees in 
and around your garden the same day that you 


transplant your cannabis plants is an excellent 
idea to consider. This will greatly increase se¬ 
curity and help your patch blend into its natural 
surroundings. You can always move some 
smaller shrubs from nearby and transplant 
them to your plot as camouflage. 

Another important consideration involves 
the tracks and pathways used for accessing 
your plot. It’s best to regularly mix up your 
route when making visits. Also, be very careful 
never to leave a trail or path to your garden, es¬ 
pecially matted-down grass or broken 
branches, no matter how tempting it might be 
to make your trek easier. Footprints can also be 
a telltale sign of a garden, so tying bags around 
your boots can go a long way toward making 
prints undetectable. 

Also, keep in mind that parking cars near a 
grow site is a huge risk. It’s often best to get 
dropped off by a trusted friend and have a set 
time to get picked up at another location. Make 
sure you never leave any trash, tools or identi¬ 
fying objects around your plot. Not only can 
these signify a grow, but they can also be used 
against you as evidence in a criminal complaint.

Growing in Trees 

It may sound funny, but for smaller 
(and sometimes even fairly large) 
outdoor grow operations, growing 
trees in trees can be a successful 
method for getting some decent 
head stash. Humans have been 
growing plants in trees for cen¬ 
turies, and for several good rea¬ 
sons. The smartest reason is to 
prevent the bigger trees from 
stealing your plants’ valuable sun¬ 
light: Why not raise them up to the 
level of the forest canopy and get 
them better light instead? 

The next reason is security: If 
you don’t want anyone to find your 
plants, what better way to hide 
them than to stash them high above 
the ground, where humans don’t 
generally wander? Aside from 
human traffic, protection from 


well, such as accessing your plants 
for routine maintenance. And the 
question of how exactly one houses 
plants in trees is a tricky one. 
Today, this problem is easier to 
solve, as some companies now 


manufacture tree pots. These in¬ 
genious devices simply place a 
plant container (with holes in the 
bottom) inside a reservoir bucket. 
Rainwater drains through the con¬ 
tainer and fills the reservoir below. 
Ropes run between the container 
and reservoir, acting as a wick sys¬ 
tem for roots to draw up the stored 
water as needed. These buckets 
generally come with camouflage 
bags that blend easily into the 
canopy. 

Guerrilla growers sometimes 
affix several plant containers to a 
long board and then attach these 
boards high up in the treetops. Once 
strongly secured and stabilized, the 
buckets are filled with a light soil 
medium, and young adult plants 
can be transplanted into them for 
the warmer grow seasons. 


ground-dwelling animals is also a 
huge plus, especially if your plants 
are still relatively young and small 
when they’re brought outdoors. 

Of course, there are some dis¬ 
advantages to this technique as 
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Making Clones & Vegetating Plants 

Although many outdoor guerrilla growers prefer to keep 
their grows just that—outdoors, concealed and far away 
from home—it’s generally best if growers can find a way to 
give their plants a start indoors. Throwing down seed is cer¬ 
tainly one way to grow outdoors, but this will usually se¬ 
verely limit a grower’s chances for a successful harvest. 
Even putting out young seedlings or clones is a risky ven¬ 
ture, since cold temperatures early in the year and the in¬ 
crease of pests and insects in warmer weather can 
devastate a garden before it ever has a chance to blossom. 

The best way to prepare a crop for outdoor cultivation is 
to start your plants inside, either by taking cuttings and mak¬ 
ing clones, or by germinating seeds and raising seedlings. 
Either way, you should give your plants time to vegetate in¬ 
doors until they’re a decent size (12 to 18 inches is ideal), 
thus providing them the best chances for survival outdoors. 

To do this, grow¬ 
ers need to start 
their plants late in 
the winter months. 
Keeping a mother 
plant from the pre¬ 
vious season—one 
that showed excep¬ 
tional vigor and re¬ 
sistance (to disease, 
mold and pests) and 
also had nice 
yields—is a good 
idea. Growers can 
take a cutting from 
such a plant after 
harvest and revege¬ 
tate it over the win¬ 
ter, or they can start 
a new mother from seed just after harvest. The mother 
plant should be large enough by midwinter to supply a good 
number of cuttings to make clones and begin vegging for 
the upcoming spring season. If clones are not an option, be 
sure to leave ample time to raise seedlings from seed, since 
this can add a few extra weeks to the process. 

Guerrilla growers ideally want to put their plants in the 
ground as soon as the spring weather breaks. Warmer tem¬ 
peratures and good rainfall usually come in early to mid- 
April, so your generally want your plants at a stage where 
they can handle the outdoors by late March. This means 
clones should be made not later than the first week of Feb¬ 
ruary, while seeds should be germinated a few weeks ear¬ 
lier. Anywhere from four to eight weeks of vegetative time is 
optimal for new plants before transplanting them outdoors. 
The height you want your plants to attain is also a consider¬ 
ation in how long you’ll vegetate them before transplanting. 
The longer you keep new plants in the vegetative stage, the 
bigger they’ll become outdoors, giving them better chances 
for survival and, of course, larger yields. 
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Transplanting 

The last phase of starting up a guerrilla grow is 
the transplant stage. This phase is particularly 
crucial because, aside from harvesting, this is 
the one stage that puts the grower at the great¬ 
est risk. Traveling to your plot with small to 
medium-sized plants is hazardous, and the few 
hours spent actually putting them in the ground 
is one of the most incriminating moments in this 
process, as it shows possession and ownership 
of the cannabis. 

Savvy growers will have their plot well 
prepped ahead of their transplant date. By this 
point, your grow medium should be ready, holes 
should be dug for the plants, and extra water, soil 
additives and nutrients should already be at the 
site. A stealthy grower wants to arrive at the plot 
carrying just the plants and then get them in the 
ground as quickly as possible. 

Using pots, fabric bags or air-pots (either with 
removable sides and bottoms or ones that can be 


easily cut away) is best for outdoor transplanting. 
Attempting to carefully remove entire plants and 
their root structures from packed pots can be a 
difficult and time-consuming task. 

Growers will often do one transplant indoors, 
moving their young seedlings or clones into larger 
containers for vegetating. These containers need 
to be easily removable or entirely plantable out¬ 
doors. Plantable containers usually have remov¬ 
able bottoms, are made from biodegradable 
material, or are extremely porous so that roots 
can grow out of them and into the earth. 

It’s often a good idea to make a small bed of 
gravel or vermiculite at the bottom of your plant 
holes to aid with drainage. Make sure to gently 
nestle the root-balls down into the plant sites so 
as not to damage the roots. Adding some wood 
chips or perlite to give the soil an airy quality is 
never a bad idea either. Once they’re in place, 
pack the roots gently with extra loam or light soil, 
leveling out the surface under the plants. Gently 


apply pressure to help pack and settle the plants 
into their holes. 

After the plants are in the ground, step back 
and make sure they’re upright and stable. If some 
plants have grown awkwardly or are leaning to 
one side, use long sticks to support or train them 
in the right direction. Try not to use bright, recog¬ 
nizable stakes or string to tie plants up, as this 
can be all too visible from afar. 

Lastly, using some throw-down or time-re- 
lease nutrients (in pellet form) can help to ensure 
a good start for your garden and make visits to 
your patch less frequent, which is good for secu¬ 
rity. Be sure to give each plant site an ample dose 
of water and, if possible, mix in a dose of vitamin 
B-1 before leaving, as this will aid the plants in 
dealing with transplant shock. Some growers go 
so far as to apply insecticides or pesticides 
around the perimeter of their garden patch as 
well, to ward off any animals or insects that 
might prey on the new plants. ^ 
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THE HIGH TIMES INTERVIEW WITH ADAM CAROLLA.

The past two years have been good to Adam Carolla. After CBS Radio dropped his LA morning show in February 2009, the former co-host of Loveline and The 
Man Show promptly moved his base of operations to a garage in Glendale, CA, and launched a free podcast that became an immediate Internet phenome¬ 
non. Liberated from FCC censors and radio producers eager to get to the weather, the podcast gave Carolla an unfettered venue for his lengthy, extempora¬ 
neous and often obscene rants about everything from the War on Drugs to peanut allergies to the sociological implications of drinking Sanka coffee. 

Named the top audio podcast at the 2009 iTunes Rewind Awards, The Adam Carolla Showhas helped the comedian build a nationwide grassroots net¬ 
work of fans. The show, Carolla’s people say, is downloaded some 200,000 times daily, and his podcasting network was set to notch $1 million in advertis¬ 
ing for 2010-an impressive achievement in the embryonic business of podcasting. 

Using his podcast as a marketing platform, Carolla-who claims to have read only two books in his entire life-also managed to debut at number 8 on The 
New York Times Best-Seller List last November with his book In 50 Years We’ll All Be Chicks, a collection of comic riffs and musings on his Southern Califor¬ 
nia childhood and early years as a carpenter and manual laborer drifting through a series of minimum-wage jobs. 

Carolla is one of comedy’s most unique observers of the national malaise. His portrait of America depicts a nation plagued by low-grade depression and 
insidious bureaucracy. An atheistic free-marketeer with some hawkish views on national security, his politics are hard to pigeonhole. He reserves equal dis¬ 
dain for the welfare state, political correctness, and the moral crusaders who would ban gays from getting married and prevent a guy from smoking a joint 
after a long day at work. It’s a guiding philosophy that can be simply summed up as: “Do what makes sense.” 


The America you describe in your podcast is one 
gradually descending into insanity and inanity. 
Where did we go wrong? 

We didn’t tell certain folks to shut the fuck up and 
get out of the way. It’s essentially halted 
progress—you can’t build that bullet train to Vegas 
because there's some indigenous grasshopper 
that you’re going to displace. Back in the old days, 
some baron would say: “Fuck that grasshopper, 
we’re building this railroad.” And it got built. And 
some grasshoppers got smashed, but we kind of 
forgot about it, and the good of the majority—being 
able to get from one place to another—just sort of 
outweighed the grasshopper. Now the grasshop¬ 
per has a publicist, and they’re going to get some 
Grasshopper Roots Foundation behind them, and 
some Indian’s going to cry, and the thing’s gonna 
get held up in court and it’s never gonna happen. If 
one kid is allergic to peanuts, just build a school 
for kids who are allergic to peanuts—and their 
hypochondriac parents. The solution is not to re¬ 
move peanuts from school, it’s to remove the one 


kid who’s allergic to peanuts. It’s the exact oppo¬ 
site of every good World War II movie, where the 
grenade drops into a foxhole and one guy dives on 
it and saves the whole platoon. Now everyone 
would argue over whose turn it is to dive on it, and 
then they’d all go up. 

Your vitriol is largely reserved for low-level pub¬ 
lic- and private-sector functionaries—airline 
representatives, traffic cops, meter maids, build¬ 
ing-code inspectors. Aren’t there more menac¬ 
ing fiends out there? 

There are always going to be your dictators of ba¬ 
nana republics and your serial killers, but they’re 
supposed to be dicks. Building inspectors aren’t 
supposed to have an attitude. Guys who work be¬ 
hind the counter at that piece of shit called United 
Airlines, they’re not supposed to have attitude. 
Cops aren’t supposed to have attitude—not when 
they’re dealing with noncriminals. Of course Mus¬ 
solini had an attitude—the guy was a dictator! 

And Saddam Hussein is supposed to have an atti¬ 


tude. But the chick over at Alaska Airlines who’s 
telling me that I gotta go back to the gate to get 
my bag because no one told me there was a gate 
check—she should drop her fucking attitude. 
She’s a peon. And so is the United cunt. And so is 
the meter maid. You guys drop your attitude! 
When you can get an army behind you—and an 
arsenal behind you, and some mustard gas, and a 
wacky beret—by all means. 

You know, Kim Jong-ll can go out and shoot 

18 holes of golf and just tell his caddy: "Uh, I got a 

19 for the day.” And the caddy has no fucking 
choice but to write it down. But you people are 
making $28,000 a year and have a fucking GED. 
And you should drop your fucking attitude. 

Is the War on Drugs part of our national madness? 

Yeah. I mean, it’s ridiculous. ABC News does some 
fucking experiment every two years where they 
take some spent uranium and put it in a UPS box 
and then send it from Tikrit through the port of Los 
Angeles. And it ends up on an 18-wheeler going 
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‘I found out about five years ago that we spend more money on 
pot eradication than we do on methamphetamine eradication, 
and I fucking almost threw up in my mouth.’ 



through downtown LA, because we don't have the 
money for detection equipment—yet we spend bil¬ 
lions of dollars eradicating pot every year. 

Obviously, pot is nofan issue. Methampheta¬ 
mine is an issue, but politicians never want to 
make a distinction between the two drugs—or 
any drugs. Just: "All drugs are drugs, they’re all 
bad, they’re all illegal, they should be eradicated, 
and our kids shouldn’t be exposed to any of 
them.” And we all know pot is really nothing and 
that there are many more drugs—including alco¬ 
hol—that cause much more damage than pot. I 
found out about five years ago that we spend 
more money on pot eradication than we do on 
methamphetamine eradication, and I fucking al¬ 
most threw up in my mouth. 

I just heard of this news anchor in Washing¬ 
ton, DC, who got fucked with because he had a 
pot plant in his backyard. It’s total insanity—what 
kind of country are we living in? You wanna grow 
a pot plant, grow a fucking pot plant. The govern¬ 
ment has much bigger fish to fry than some news 
anchor and his fucking pot plant. Everybody who 
wants to smoke pot should have a pot plant, and 
the government should not be involved with it in 
any way, shape or form unless the person does 
something when they’re intoxicated. 

Pot shouldn’t be treated differently than any 
other vice. I like to drink; I like to have a cocktail at 
night. And I like an Ambien and a cocktail, too, on 
rare occasion. But if I get in my car, now we got an 
issue. As long as I’m sitting at home in my den 
watching Sports Center, then we don’t have an 


issue. Maybe my liver has an issue, maybe my 
doctor has an issue, maybe my wife has an issue— 
but me and society, we don’t have an issue. 

Alcohol seems to be your drug of choice. Do you 
unwind with marijuana, too? 

I like pot, [but] pot got too good; it got too power¬ 
ful. All the stuff that makes it to the centerfold of 
your publication, the stuff with the purple hair, 
those weird sticky crystals and stuff on it—it’s 
too goddamn good now. 

And something happened to me where I 
needed a different kind of buzz. Because when I 
had nothing and I just drove a beat-up pickup 
truck and lived in a crappy apartment and liter¬ 
ally didn’t have a penny to my name, I wanted to 
get stoned just to, like, escape ... you know, just 
get baked and crank up a Boston album. And at a 
certain point, I had kids and a wife and a house 
and multiple mortgages—you know, a pretty 
goddamn big nut to cover every month. I knew I’d 
be on Jimmy Kimmet Live in a week, and the 
Tonight show after that, and Dancing With the 
Stars, and I realized that I would get stoned and 
just kind of think about it. Like, "Jesus Christ, 
you’re going on Dancing With the Stars ? Who are 
you? What are you doing?" 

My life became too much and too surreal. Get 
really good and baked and realize you have to 
make $100,000 a month to cover your nut and 
you’ll not have a good high. So at a certain point, 
when I got some notoriety—and don’t get me 
wrong, it’s still fun to eat a pot brownie on occa¬ 


sion—I started realizing that to drink the red 
wine and drift off into this weird kind of numb 
slumber and not think about the next show, the 
next appearance, the next obligation, or who’s 
gonna pay for the goddamn private school for my 
twins, and just drift off and watch some St. 

Elmo's Fire on cable—I started enjoying that 
buzz more. It was sort of a "Who cares?” buzz 
versus an "I’m gonna get high and really think 
about all this shit” buzz. 

When did you first realize you had a talent for ex¬ 
temporaneous monologues? 

I’d been doing it for a long time, but I never 
thought of it as a talent. 

Did you do long riffs in front of friends in high 
school? 

My friends, or family, or teachers, counselors, 
whoever—they wouldn’t permit me to go on long, 
rambling, even funny riffs. Someone would tell 
me to shut up or get back to work, or "Who 
cares?” or "Quiet down!” or "So what?” 

It’s weird now, because I just got back from 
the House of Blues in Vegas, and there’s 900 peo¬ 
ple sitting there who want to hear 90 minutes of 
my shit. I couldn’t find anyone who’d sit down for 
90 seconds of it in high school. Whatever one of 
my famous jags would be—pick your favorite 
one—I wouldn’t get 45 seconds into it without 
someone saying, "I don’t know! Who cares? Let’s 
order!” Or my parents just sorta sitting there 
kinda numb, clearly not listening. Or my buddy 
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Donnyjust going "Huh?” or "You're blocking the 
TV set.” 

Nobody ever said "Write that down” or 
"That’s a good one!” or "You should do this for a 
living.” It never came up. So this weird gift, in a 
world that looks at it as a liability, is no fucking 
gift at all. 

Is a podcast the ideal venue for your creativity, 
more so than radio or television? 

Yeah. TV is too fast—there’s no room for anything 
long-form. Radio is fine, but you have a program 
director who’s probably dumb. The only thing 
dumb people know is "Hurry up, hurry up!” So 
my life kind of went from "Shut up!” to "Hurry 
up!” And now, when you do this, you can do it 
super long-form. 

How did your manual-labor days prepare you for 
your current career? 

A lot of time left alone with my thoughts .... You 
wanna free up your mind? Turn off the TV, turn 
off the Wii, turn off the computer and do repeti¬ 
tive manual labor. Literally pick up a shovel, go 
out in your backyard and dig for nine hours with¬ 
out so much as a fucking radio or someone 
standing next to you. Just dig. Believe me, you’ll 
get to thinking—no ear buds, no podcasts, no 
iTunes, no Best of REO Speedwagon. I would have 
jobs where they would drop me off in a parking 
lot, and there was a huge mound of dirt the size 
of a Winnebago on one side, and on the other side 
of the parking lot was a big roll-off dumpster with 
the doors swung open. There was a two-by-12- 
foot ramp that went up it, a flathead shovel and a 
wheelbarrow. I got dropped off, and they said, 
"Hey man, don’t leave until you get this mountain 
of dirt into that roll-off dumpster.” I started at 7 
a.m., and by 5:30 p.m., I made my last scoop and 
went home—all for $7 an hour. There are no flat- 
panel monitors, no checking your BlackBerry. 
You're just alone and got nothing to do but think. 

It’s sort of like being imprisoned with your 
mind—and a fucking shovel. What we’re doing 
now is just sitting around staring at YouTube, 
staring at Funny or Die, staring at ESPN, staring 
at Wii. And we’re basically just taking a tour 
through someone else’s museum. And I don’t 
know how much art you create when you’re just 
constantly walking through someone else’s mu¬ 
seum. 

I never wrote down a joke. But I was left alone 
with my thoughts—that’s for goddamn sure. 

You were a lousy student with, you say, indiffer¬ 
ent parents. When did you become so industri¬ 
ous? 

At a certain point, after being a nonachiever for 
so long in my life, I finally started to accomplish 
some goals, and it became sort of intoxicating. 
And then I started kinda wanting more. 

I spent the first 30 years just wasting my life. I 
was put on this earth to share stories, and tell 
jokes, and entertain people, and try to make 
them think, and come up with ideas, and design 
architecture, and work on cars. I was really just 
put here to do these things—I don’t mean by God

or anything, but those are my callings. And I 
spent the first 30 years listening to teachers who 
told me I was dumb—and, you know, digging a 
ditch. I’m not Ernest Hemingway or fucking Mark 
Twain, but if you asked someone who knew Will 
Rogers what Will Rogers did for 15 years, and he 
said, "Oh, they gave him a shovel and he sat in 
the dirt and dug a hole,” you’d say: "Well, that 
seems like a waste. Shouldn’t he have just been 
sitting around and writing down sorta funny - 
isms about society?” 

"Nah. He just sat alone, with ranchera music 
blaring in the background, digging a hole for $8 
an hour.” That’d be kind of a waste, wouldn’t it? 
Now, I’m not saying I’m Will Rogers, but that's 
my thing. I like ideas—I don’t like digging holes. 
And so, eventually, it was like I was making up for 
lost time. It was like, "Holy shit! I’ve sat around 
rotting in classrooms, rotting in shitty houses, 
rotting on job sites—just sitting and fucking rot¬ 
ting.” And then I realized, all of a sudden: 
"Whoa—I got stuff to talk about!” And so I started 
doubling down.

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Student government and marijuana activism go hand in hand. 


Last spring, I took over San Jose State’s 
chapter of Students for Sensible Drug 
Policy. I had wanted to found a chapter 
of NORML, until I saw an SSDP flier and 
attended one of their meetings. Ever 
since that first meeting, I had a feeling 
about this group—that they could get 
the results I’d been looking for. I was 
quickly immersed in the world of drug- 
policy reform, attending a summer con¬ 
ference in DC and becoming a regional 
director for the Proposition 19 cam¬ 
paign. I was already well-versed on the 
issue, having written numerous papers 
on marijuana and hemp legalization for 
school. I’d also appeared on CNN briefly 
to discuss legalization as a solution to 
the Drug War, but Prop. 19 was some¬ 
thing new. 

So what was Prop. 19, and what did 
it do for California? Superficially, it 
was an initiative to legalize marijuana 
in the state—but more than that, it was 
a vehicle for producing the most open 
and honest dialogues about marijuana I’ve ever seen 
(and having grown up in the Bay Area, that’s saying 
something). It didn’t end with marijuana, though: These 
conversations acted as a gateway to discussions of 
other illicit drugs and their potential medical uses, 
such as MDMA, which has been shown to be highly 
effective for treating post-traumatic stress disorder. 
Ultimately, Prop. 19 forced at least some government 
officials to begin telling the truth after generations of 
propaganda. This was most evident in California with 
Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger’s signing of SB 1449, 


which decriminalized the possession of 
small amounts of pot. 

You might be wondering how are 
things going in California these days. 

Not so hot. Though personal recreation¬ 
al use has been decriminalized, the DEA 
and local police have made patients’ 
lives a living hell. In the San Jose area, 
dispensaries have been hit with a dou¬ 
ble whammy of armed robberies and 
armed police raids. And if that weren’t 
enough, voters also passed a local mar¬ 
ijuana tax, which would have fallen 
mostly on recreational users if Prop. 19 
had passed—but now the tax is solely 
on medical users. 

Right now, it’s getting harder to 
become a patient in the San Jose area, 
but our local Americans for Safe 
Access and others have been waging a 
valiant fight. We will keep on fighting to 
2012, when we’ll hopefully see another 
attempt—this time a successful one— 
to legalize marijuana for everyone. 

I remember distinctly, when I first joined the Prop. 
19 campaign as a regional director, that some people 
openly mocked us. We were so far out there that we 
didn’t have a hope of passing anything. But after we 
got 46.5 percent of the vote, no one was laughing any¬ 
more. And make no mistake: We’re not going any¬ 
where. SSDP is here to stay, along with our allies and 
friends, training a new generation of anti-Drug War 
warriors. We are young, we are loud, and we are 
armed with the truth—a dangerous combination.

THE EDMIIEIIEE III DRMIEE EDIMIY 

Kandice Hawes fights the law in Southern California, and she’s winning. 

An estimated 100 million American adults use cannabis sometime during the course 
of their life, and an estimated 14.6 million use it monthly—but most get involved in 
cannabis activism only after they become one of the 850,000 adults arrested for mari¬ 
juana every year. Our newest Freedom Fighter, Kandice Hawes, certainly fits that bill, but she would love for 
you to join the cause without getting arrested and suffering the consequences that compelled her to become 
the president of Orange County NORML and one of the most visible legalization activists in California. 

In 2003, while attending attending Fullerton College. Kandice went to Las Vegas with friends. Following a 
routine traffic stop, she was arrested for possession of a small baggie of pot that cops found in her purse, 
which meant the end of her federal student aid. She was forced out of school; undeterred, she flew herself to 
Washington, DC, to lobby Congress for a change in the Higher Education Act’s ban on federal loans and grants 
to students busted for cannabis. And another effective activist was born! 

Still in her twenties, Kandice exemplifies the strong female leadership ever present in the NORML Wom¬ 
en’s Alliance and in local chapters throughout America. Since founding Orange County NORML, she has lob¬ 
bied her state and local officials, mounted activist events, such as the chapter’s annual protest at the US Open 
of Surfing and their hugely successful Know Your Rights Expo in Anaheim, CA. Along the way, Kandice has 
been highlighted in many local media reports, including a recent feature in the Orange County Register. She 
and her crew can be found tabling at most of the big California cannabis festivals; you can also find them on

Do any of the prevention programs in 
schools actually help keep kids off 
drugs?

Although I make fun of the DARE 
program a lot, other school pro¬ 
grams are effective. The best ones 
have someone who is not one of the 
teachers at school deliver at least 
15 sessions in an interactive style to 
students over age 14. A couple of 
lectures given by some overworked 
grade-school teacher to kids who 
are too young just won’t do the trick. 

I’ve read in your book about studies in 
which folks live in the lab for three 
months and get high every day. How 
much could I get paid for something 
like that?

Residential experiments that last 
over 90 days are a thing of the past; I 
doubt there will be much funding for 
those studies anytime soon. At least 
one lab still has participants living 
onsite for a couple of weeks—it’s at 
New York State Psychiatric. Their 
participants earn about $60 per day. I 
visited recently, and it’s not exactly a 
four-star hotel.

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The dish that will have THC molecules swimming up your bloodstream. By Chef Mike 


In the past, I’ve never had the luxury of 
growing my own, which allows you to 
(among other things) control the amount 
of flavor or bouquet in the plant material 
you plan to cook with. But that’s all 
changed since I acquired the Bloombox 
from BC Northern Lights. 

Now I grow for the flavor. I figure that 
no matter how I extract the essential oil 
from the plant material, I’m getting a pure 
form of what I put in. Therefore, I only feed 
my plants organic nutrients and good 
water, and I’ve created several dishes with 
extreme potency and flavor using them. 

I’ve found Diabolic Funxta’s Citrus 
Lemon good for cooking, using its sativa- 
dominant flower to make a clean extrac¬ 
tion. Personally, I like to use pure essential 
oil; if you know someone with a good hash- 
maker (like me), give him your material and 
have him make you some Phoenix Tears 
(a.k.a. hash oil). You can also use bubble 
hash, but it won’t melt as well. 

This month’s recipe is very simple, and 
you can add your extraction to the sauce in 
two different ways. We’ll be using Hoisin 
sauce for this dish. Hoisin is a traditional 
Asian sauce that will hide the bitterness of 
the cannabis. It’s made from a combination 
of fermented soy, garlic, vinegar, and usu¬ 
ally chilies and sweetener. Hoisin is dark in 
color and thick in consistency, with a very 
strong, salty and slightly sweet flavor. 

We start by melting our cannabis 
extract into a fat medium. Since I’m serving 
it with grilled salmon, I like butter for this 
dish. Just melt a few tablespoons of butter 
on the stove (the microwave will work too) 
and slowly add about a gram of extract into 
the melted butter, mixing vigorously. (It 
helps if your mixing utensil is warm as 
well—I like to boil some water and hold my 
whisk in it until it’s hot, then pat it dry and 
whisk away.) When the oil is still warm and 
emulsified in the butter, you can add it to 
about 1 cup of Hoisin sauce in a thick stock- 
pot. Slowly bring it up to a temperature of 
135°F degrees (and no higher), then set 
aside and keep warm until you need it. If 
you only have cannabis butter, just melt a 
few tablespoons and finish the recipe from 
this stage. 

I want to stress that all forms of 
extract—be they butter, oil, hash or even 
water—are just that: extractions. In other 
words, it’s a pure distillation, the properties 
of which are directly related to what you 
feed your plants and how you treat them. As 
with people, you get back what you put in.

with asparagus and white rice 


4 wild sockeye salmon filets, 

skin cleaned and pin bones removed 

1 bunch fresh asparagus, 2 or 3 spears for each plate 

1 cup cooked white rice (jasmine preferred) 

Cannabutter (just a few tablespoons for extra potency] 
Unsalted butter [as needed] 

1 gram cannabis-extract oil, Diabolic Funxta’s Citrus Lemon 
strain (from grower Eddie Funxta at Don’t Panic Organix) 

1 cup Hoisin sauce 
3 garlic cloves, sliced (add to taste] 

Olive oil [as needed] 

First, pat the salmon dry with some paper towels. 
You’ll be searing the salmon at very high heat, so 
any excess liquid will cause the pan to splatter 
grease, and we really don’t want that. 

As the salmon is drying off, get the asparagus 
cut and washed, as well as some white rice pre¬ 
pared according to the package directions. Next, 
saute the asparagus in a little garlic, olive oil and 
cannabutter. It’s a simple preparation, because the 
true star of this dish is the fish! Be sure to season 
the salmon to your taste, since we are building fla¬ 
vors to make our meal delicious. 

Once the salmon is dry and seasoned, sear the 
fish and saute the asparagus. Finish the asparagus 
with cannabutter and set aside. 

Next, flip the salmon filets and place them in the 
oven. They should be cooked at about 375°F for four 
to five minutes. While the fish is cooking, begin plat¬ 
ing: Pack the white rice down into a round mold, then 
place it inverted onto a plate and flip it to release the 
rice. I added some cannabis oil to my Hoisin sauce, so 
I’m going to paint the bottom of the plate with my 
medicated sauce, then add rice to the center of the 
dish. Place the asparagus to the left side of the rice. 

Next, take the fish out of the oven and let it rest, 
then drain off any excess oil and add the sliced gar¬ 
lic. Saute it until golden brown, pull off heat and add 
the Hoisin sauce. Finally, place the salmon across 
the plate and drizzle the sauce over them! Stones 4.

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NORML’s Daily Audio Stash, an anecdote to 
the lamestream’ media’s pot reporting. 

The NORML Daily Audio Stash was created by 
activist Chris Goldstein and has been available for 
download from our website and iTunes since 
2006.1 took over the programming in 2008 and 
transformed it from a 60-minute recorded podcast 
into a 120-minute live daily talk-radio show. The 
new format starts weekdays at 1 p.m. Pacific time 
with the pre-recorded Daily Audio Stash and wraps 
up with "Toker Talk Radio,” our live call-in seg¬ 
ment. Listeners can watch it live via webcam and 
chat with hundreds of other cannabis consumers 
nationwide. 

As outreach coordinator for NORML, I handle 
hosting and interview duties for The NORML Show 
Live, and I’m proud to say we just broadcast our 
700th edition. But I couldn’t have done it without the 
hard work of Karri Gallaugher, Jon Hamm (no, not 
the Mad Men guy) and other dedicated volunteers. 

"Cannabis Karri” is our news editor and the 
voice of our Weekly News podcasts. We stream 
from Portland, OR, but Karri works remotely via 
Skype from Astoria, where she’s active in the North 
Coast Oregon NORML chapter. Karri also works as 
one of our music editors on Daily Toker Tunes (at 20 
after the hour—4:20 on the East Coast!), coordinat¬ 
ing a volunteer crew of DJs from around the world. 
Cannabis Cure from the UK spins on "Electric 
Tuesday" (electronic, disco, house, experimental). 
Grateful Dread Radio in New Jersey serves up "Irie 
Wednesday" (reggae, Latin, calypso, world). John 
Doe Radio in Denver gets us our "Groovin' Thurs¬ 
day” fix (rap, hip-hop, funk, soul). And Urb Thrasher 
in Portland delivers the "Rockin’ Friday” jams 
(rock, jamband, metaland punk). 

Meanwhile, "Ganja Jon” serves as board opera¬ 
tor and co-host of the show. We met Jon while 
interviewing him about his struggle to secure a kid¬ 
ney transplant as a medical-marijuana patient. Our 
listeners followed him through his loss of an eye, 
his transplant and then his successful recovery. No 
longer living in fear of being booted off a transplant 
list, Jon now works to save other med-pot patients 
from such discrimination. 

Our regular interviews give listeners a wide- 
ranging perspective on marijuana in 
America. Every Monday we speak with activists 
from NORML and other organizations fighting for 
cannabis-law reform. Tuesdays feature our corre¬ 
spondent Eric Brenner’s "California Marijuana 
Report.” On Wednesdays we take live questions on 
cannabis science, history and culture with Dr. Mitch 
Earleywine. On Thursdays we alternate between 
speakers from Law Enforcement Against Prohibi¬ 
tion and our "Southern California Scene” with 
comedian Tere Joyce. And we end the week Friday 
with our "HIGH TIMES Preview” featuring HT West 
Coast editor David Bienenstock or "Cultivator’s 
Corner” with HT’s senior cultivation editor, Danny 
Danko.— Russ Belville

Sanity in San Diego? 

Good old San Diego County in sunny 
So Cal is making waves in the med¬ 
ical world again, but this time not in 
an embarrassing way (relative to 
the last time we wrote about it, any¬ 
way], In a rare reversal of the usual 
San Diego politics, the county has 
finally done something right by its 
patients and the state: It is aiding 
the training of public defenders to 
be more successful in defending 
medical-marijuana patients. 


This is especially good news in 
a county whose notorious sheriff's 
office raided a dispensary a few 
months back and then actually 
had officers pose as dispensary 
workers to elicit information from 
patients on grow operations. One 
would think that those living the 
good life down in Southern Cali 
would be just a bit more laid-back, 
but apparently they still live in 
fear of the plant. 

□ur guess is that patients aren’t 
faring too well in court down there 
either, prompting the county to 
step up the training of its SO public 
defenders (the free legal represen¬ 
tation constitutionally mandated to 
any citizen who can’t afford an 
attorney). The purpose of the train¬ 
ing is to educate PDs in ways to bet¬ 
ter defend medical patients facing 
trial. While it's somewhat disturb¬ 
ing to think that any law-school 
graduate would require extra train¬ 
ing from the state to better serve 
his or her clients, this is certainly a 
positive step forward in a county 
that has been disgraced by its con¬ 
tinued foot-dragging on Proposi¬ 
tion 215—which was passed in 
California 15 years ago. 

Did You Know? 

The first cannabinoid ever discov¬ 
ered and isolated was cannabinol 
(CBN), by Thomas Wood and Robert 
Cahn. Although CBN is not the most 
pharmacologically useful com¬ 
pound in marijuana and is mostly 
an oxidation product of other 
cannabinoids, this discovery paved 
the way for others, including 
Raphael Mechoulam’s discovery 
and isolation of THC in 1953. Look 
for our upcoming interview with Dr.

It’s 
accepted that she’s a cross between the Blueberry strain and a 
Haze—most likely Strawberry Cough or some variation thereof, 
but no one knows for sure. There are quite a few male Hazes out 
there that could be a parent. However, before Blue Dream hit the 
scene, a very similar Blueberry Haze was also available, and 
the resemblances between the two are somewhat suspicious to 
more than a few cultivators. 

More important than lineage is the fact that Blue Dream 
offers a very tasty option to patients looking for a balanced 
medicine that can treat a broad range of symptoms. Its cerebral 
high is calming, almost sedative, but patients remain awake 
and alert. Some Blue Dream samples have proven to aid in anxi¬ 
ety and attention-deficit disorders as well (perhaps due to her 
Raze/sativa heritage). Dispensaries in both California and Col¬ 
orado are already stocked with the line, but Blue Dream will 
become a staple in all state dispensaries in the near future.

Winds of Change in CO 

Colorado, the only medical state of 
the 15 that actually amended its 
constitution to allow the medici¬ 
nal use of cannabis, has been 
tightening its regulations on 
patient cards, doctor prescriptions 
and dispensary operations. A 
state that once had a backlog of 
thousands of patients trying to 
register is now trying to apply 
stricter rules for patients seeking 
medical cards. Additionally, late 
last year the state implemented 
new rules regarding the relation¬ 
ship between growers and dispen¬ 
saries, mandating that 
dispensaries now partner with 
growers to supply 70 percent of 
their own inventory. 

But, true to form, Colorado resi¬ 
dents have responded to these 
tightening regulations with calls 
for full legalization. Earlier this 
winter, advocates in Denver began 
holding meetings designed to 
push past the medical front, stat¬ 
ing that patients’ rights would 
never be truly safe until cannabis 
was legalized for everyone. The 
concern is that patients will never 
be treated properly, either by law 
enforcement or state politicians, 
until this benign plant is com¬ 
pletely legal. 

While many people had fretted 
at the outset of the medical move¬ 
ment that this was all just a ruse, 
an avenue for making cannabis 
fully legal, it has since been 
proven that this miraculous plant 
does, in fact, have striking med¬ 
ical benefits and can be used by 
many to deal with serious illness¬ 
es. Still, the inability of conserva¬ 
tive politicians, state 
governments and law-enforce¬ 
ment agencies to acknowledge the 
will of the people or embrace the 
very laws they're supposed to 
uphold has led to the beginning of 
this new movement for full legal¬ 
ization. Let it be known far and

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The famous Irish playwright Oscar Wilde said, “The truth is rarely pure and never 
simple." The same applies to the legendary pot strain Lemon Skunk: It’s rarely pure 
these days, and discovering its origins is by no means simple. By Callum Francis 



He’s widely known as the Lemon Man. For the past 12 years, 
he’s plied his trade in relative anonymity, nurturing his prized 
possession: Lemon Skunk. For over 25 years, in Las Vegas 
growrooms, a closed network of growers shared cuttings and 
seeds of Lemon Skunk with only a few of their brethren. 

The Lemon Man, now 29, was connected to the Lemon Skunk 
crew through family. He began growing in his mid-teens, but 
like many cultivators, he heard the siren song of Amsterdam, 
its cornucopia of genetics beckoning him. At the age of 17, he 
departed for Holland. Naturally, he arrived on Dutch shores 
with his American export.

“It was 1999,” he says. “I kind of kept going 
back and forth, networked around, met some re¬ 
ally good people—wonderful mentors.” 

He began to share his cuttings, and breeders 
went to work with Lemon Skunk. By 2007, it had 
won first place in the High Life Cup for DNA Ge¬ 
netics. DNA’s version of Lemon Skunk was a 
cross of the Lemon Man’s female with a male 
Skunk #1, courtesy of Flying Dutchmen. In his 
just-released HIGH TIMES Official Field Guide to 
Marijuana Strains, HT senior cultivation editor 
Danny Danko cites Lemon Skunk as “a mostly 
sativa strain specifically selected for its zesty 
lemon characteristics,” praising it as “an easy-to- 
grow masterpiece of genetic achievement." 

One of Amsterdam’s resident cannabis ex¬ 
perts, known as “The Nose,” describes its smok¬ 
ing characteristics: "It’s fruity, very stony, with a 
nice taste. It’s a very good smoke." 

But this is where things get a little murky. 

As the Nose explains, “Amsterdam is an impa¬ 
tient place when it comes to genetics. People 
get hold of something nice; they start messing 
with it, seeing what they can come up with. It 
becomes very convoluted, because cuttings and 
seeds get distributed widely. They’re manipu¬ 
lated, then passed on, and people lose track of 
where the strains come from." 


The Lemon Man tells me that Lemon Skunk is 
actually an old-school Original Skunk #1 that 
originated in California. But over the course of 25 
years of cultivation in Las Vegas, its fame as 
“Lemon Skunk” took hold, since the strain was 
renowned for imparting a hint of citrus along with 
its strong, mellow high. Its success in Amsterdam 
was deeply gratifying for the Lemon Man—espe¬ 
cially when Arjan, the chief of the Green House 
coffeeshop and seed-company empire, crossed 
Lemon Skunk with Super Silver Haze to create 
Super Lemon Haze. 

The Green House’s creation, which has been 
measured at a whopping 23 percent THC, won the 
Cannabis Cup in both 2008 and 2009 and took sec¬ 
ond overall this past year. However, in a recent 
phone call, Arjan said that he can’t place the 
Lemon Man, nor can he confirm that Super 
Lemon Haze’s original genetics were acquired 
from him. 

The Lemon Man now lives in Colorado and runs 
the Verde Wellness Center, a dispensary in down¬ 
town Denver, which he opened just over a year 
ago. It serves 500 patients and, at any given time, 
has some 10 to 20 strains available. The Lemon 
Man is a pleasant, low-key personality, consumed 
with meeting the ever-changing requirements of 
the state’s burgeoning medical-marijuana scene, 


which includes rigorous oversight of Verde’s gar¬ 
dens. When I relate my conversation with Arjan to 
him, the Lemon Man shrugs his shoulders and 
hardly seems thrown off. 

"That’s Amsterdam,” he explains. "I was re¬ 
sponsible for bringing the genetics over, and a lot 
of people got a hold of them.” 

Still, Arjan’s inability to place him causes the 
Lemon Man to scratch his head. He refers me to a 
YouTube video from the 2008 Cannabis Cup. It’s 
an episode of the Italian television program Le 
lene, a hip, satirical show that reports on politics 
and cultural trends; on it, Arjan is interviewed 
about Super Lemon Haze. Very clearly, he tells 
the interviewer that Lemon Skunk originally 
comes from Las Vegas. 

“I don’t know what to tell you, but I’m the 
Lemon Man, I’m from Vegas, and I brought Lemon 
Skunk to Amsterdam," the Lemon Man states 
matter-of-factly. “But I’m not going to argue with 
Arjan—he’s an amazing individual who has done 
tremendous things for cannabis and the industry. 
Super Silver Haze always was a wonderful strain; 
it had really good genetics. Lemon Skunk was al¬ 
ways a great strain, too, and they really made a 
wonderful combination. I think the Super Silver 
Haze, with that element of sativa, brought Super 
Lemon Haze to another level.” 

So we’ll leave it to the cannabis historians to 
figure this one out. But the Lemon Skunk still 
grows strong, and the lucky medical patients of 
Colorado can sample the legend for themselves. 
In an industrial area of Denver, where the Verde

gardens are situated, the Lemon Man has saved his current 
garden of Lemon Skunk until the last possible minute so that a 
photographer can capture it in all its blooming glory. 

In his strain guide, Danny Danko describes Lemon Skunk's 
performance as follows: “It grows tall yet boasts a high calyx- 
to-leaf ratio, making for colas that are easy to trim and a joy to 
smoke. Sweet, fruity and covered with bright orange hairs, she 
also packs an impressive punch, with a soaring high that seems 
to have no ceiling. This citrus strain definitely has pedigree.” 

No argument here. The Lemon Skunk lives up to its hype, 
both in appearance and smokeability. 

“I've done soil; I’ve done the aeroponics,” the Lemon Man 
explains. “Right now, we’re actually using ebb and flow—a 
flood-and-drain system. I really do like the soil a lot. I’m really 
a soil person, and we’re going to have another room dedicated 
to soil. You’re going to lose a little bit of your yield, but I like the 
hydros, too—even though they’re very finicky and you have to 
keep a close eye on everything. This system is pretty simple. It 
definitely requires a lot of reservoir changes and that you be 
precise about nutrients. 

“I like to keep things as organic as possible,” the Lemon 
Man continues. “I’m really big into the worm castings and stuff 
like that, but with a lot of these systems, it's challenging to be 
100 percent pure organic. Plants are like us—they really don’t 
need a lot sometimes. Many people, when they begin garden¬ 
ing, they either overdo it with nutrients or overwater every¬ 
thing. We run each strain on a different reservoir so we can dial 
in their feeding needs. I think it’s good to feed everything on a 
light dose. Every strain responds differently when it comes to 
feedings. People always ask: ‘What cycle do you run, what do 
you run your pH at?’—all that stuff. But it’s all strain-specific.” 

Lemon Skunk is certainly not alone in the Verde garden. 

“I’m working with some really nice OG Kushes. They’re not 
big yielders, but the quality is worth it—super-potent, super- 
nice. In fact, I’ve noticed that a lot of the Kushes seem to do re¬ 
ally well in hydro systems. We’re also working with J-1, an old 
Jack Herer cross, as well as an OG Sage cross that came out re¬ 
ally nice. And our Master Kush has been very intriguing. 

“But figuring out what’s right for each strain is a trial- 
and-error thing," the Lemon Man concludes. “That’s where 
the art of growing comes in.” ^

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DIGGING IN THE DIRT 

Hey there, Danny. I see lots of info on hydro sys¬ 
tems, but little on indoor growing with soil. Per¬ 
sonally, I think soil would be easier because you 
don’t have to worry so much about nutrients. But 
I’d love to know: What are the most important 
things to have for indoor soil growing?

Dear Jeremy, 

Growing in soil—or more technically, a soilless 
mix, commonly made up of sphagnum peat moss 
with perlite (supplemented with organic additives 
and buffers such as compost, guano, greensand 
and lime)—proves more forgiving and, in my 
opinion, produces finer cannabis than chemical 
hydroponic methods. 

Get some 3- to 5-gallon buckets, cut a couple 
of holes in the bottom, and fill them with store- 
bought mix. Add whichever amendments you 
prefer. This will allow you to use plain water for 
the first couple of weeks of growth. If you don’t 
add amendments, you’ll have to start the nutri¬ 
ent-feeding process sooner, adding only organic 
formulations of diluted grow and bloom fertiliz¬ 
ers, respectively. 

Another great product for growing in soil or 
soilless mix is a combination pH/moisture meter 
that you simply dip in the mix to determine acidity 


or alkalinity, as well as the moisture level at the 
roots (which can vary greatly from the level at the 
surface of the mix). 

Keep in mind that using a natural medium 
and nutrients can bring more pests into your gar¬ 
den, attracted by the inviting odors of guano and 
composted liquid fish and seaweed. 

AUSSIE AUSSIE AUSSIE, 010101 

I’m an Australian grower with a four-pot clay-ball 
setup. I have three plants growing (two are a Hash 
Plant variety and the other is a clone that I took 
from last year’s outdoor plants), and at the mo¬ 
ment, all is well—except that the clone, which 
was growing great, is now showing signs of both 
male flowers and seed pods forming! 

Is it too late to take the other two plants out, 
or should I let them go and see what happens? 
They’ve almost finished the flowering cycle. Also, 
is it good to trim all the bits that aren’t getting any 
light, like around the base and so forth? 

Thanks for your time, and I’ll let you know how 
they turned out!

Dear J., 

Sounds to me like all is not well. If you’re nearing 
the end of flowering, then any damage that could 
be done by your hermaphroditic plant has al¬ 


ready been done to them all. You probably have a 
seeded crop, but it’s not the end of the world. 
Harvest and dry as you normally would, and then 
either pick through the bud for seeds before 
smoking it or turn the whole lot into hash, thus 
sifting out the seeds and plant material to focus 
on the trichomes and the essential oils and 
resins that lie within. 

And, yes, it’s okay to trim the lower parts of 
the plant that don’t get light, but doing so earlier 
in the grow cycle is certainly much more effective. 
No worries and good on ya, mate! 

FEEDING LSD 

Hello! I’m currently growing LSD from Barney’s 
Farm. What kind of nutrients does this plant prefer 
from the vegetative stage right through flowering?

Dear Don, 

LSD is an indica -dominant strain (of Skunk #1 and 
Mazar parentage) named for its psychedelic high. 
Barney’s Farm breeder Tony tells me that the 
plant is hardy and can thrive under a strong feed¬ 
ing regimen. A nutrient high in nitrogen is perfect 
for the vegetative stage, and one with more 
potassium and phosphorous is best for flowering. 
Using additives during weeks two through five of 
flowering would be helpful to boost bud growth at 
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LED lighting continues 
to improve in quality 
and decrease in price.

LEDS VS. FLUORESCENTS

but I'm still open to suggestions. The growing 
space is small, so heat will be an issue as well. 
What would you recommend for lighting? I’m 
hoping to spend around $200 on it. Thanks!

Dear Sarah, 

At this point, I’d recommend that you go with 
fluorescent lighting over LEDs due to its af¬ 
fordability. The few LED lights that fall within 
your budget aren’t nearly as effective as fluo- 
ros for the same price—but be sure to get 
bulbs specific for plant growth. To be honest, if 
heat wasn’t an issue and you could move the 
warm air away, I would go with a 250- or 400- 
watt high-intensity discharge (HID) light such 


FEMINIZED SEEDS 

I have a bunch of White Widow "feminized” 
seeds. I planted six of them so far, and the first 
three are flowering now. Out of these three, so 
far I have one male! Another was definitely fe¬ 
male, but the buds were virtually nonexistent. 
They are almost a full month in and just now are 
they starting to show hairs at the node junctions. 
My results have all been unsatisfactory so far. 
Has anyone had good results with these seeds? 


The Pope of Alaska 


Dear Pope, 

Your results are not typical of feminized seeds; 
however, I have heard this tale before. The fact 
that you popped a male bean from supposedly 
“feminized” seeds means you acquired them 
from a breeder who lacks expertise or quality 
control. You always must purchase seeds from a 
reputable breeder in order to ensure that you 
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have quality genetics. Feminized seeds are quite 
popular, especially in Europe, but one of the best 
ways to avoid hermaphroditic plants is to purchase 
regular mixed (male and female) seeds and discard 
the male plants. Choose the most vigorous female 
as a mother plant and take clones from her to grow 
out. This way, you can be positive that your plants 
won’t make seeds and that they’ll perform as ex¬ 
pected. 

LIGHTS OUT 

I recently went through the indoor grower’s worst 
nightmare—a power outage! During a snowstorm 
up here in NorCal, the power was out for a total of 
40 hours with extremely cold temperatures. Within 
hours, the growroom temp was dropping into the 
50s. After 24 hours of darkness and cold (49.6°F at 
its coldest in the growroom), I knew I had to move 
my plants to a place that was at least warmer, so I 
put them into a connected small one-bedroom that 
had one gas heater keeping it at 70°F. The plants 
had no light but the natural sunlight shining in 
through the windows during the day. 

After realizing that gas heat dries out the air 
very quickly, I boiled water on the stove to keep the 
humidity up. The plants (of different ages, from 
seedling to mature) all showed signs of stress dur¬ 
ing this. After I spent almost two days freaking out at 
the thought of what was going to happen to my med¬ 
ical crop, the power finally came back on, and my 
plants are now under their lights again. 

My question to you is this: What’s the best thing 
to do with your plants when the power goes out for a 
long period of time? I know a generator is the first 
thing that came to mind, but given the circum¬ 
stances, I couldn’t get to one or afford one. When it 
comes to the survival of the crop, what’s the best 
option when there’s no electricity? Did I do the right 
thing keeping them warm? I recently saw a fellow 
grower’s crop go hermy due to stress, and that’s 
the last thing I want happening to mine. This is a 
huge problem for all indoor growers: Mother Na¬ 
ture can strike at anytime and take down power 
lines, causing the indoor "sun” to go dark. When 
the power does come back on, what can a grower 
do to relieve the plants from some stress—a dose 
of nutes? Twenty-four hours of light? You guys al¬ 
ways put me in the right direction when it comes to 
harvesting a healthy crop. If there’s a good way to 
go about dealing with this situation, please let me 
know. 

215MedicineMan 

Dear MM, 

The obvious solution is the one you’ve already 
mentioned—a generator. There are many different 
sizes available, and some are quite affordable. 
They run on diesel and can produce enough elec¬ 
tricity to keep your bulbs burning during power 
outages. Keeping the plants warm is great, but 
without light, they will suffer and eventually freak 
out and die. If you live in an area prone to black¬ 
outs and you value the survival of your medical 
crop, I highly suggest that you invest in a genera¬ 
tor to get you through these trying times. 

Alas, if the problem has already happened, try 
to acclimate the plants to their regular light 
schedule as soon as you can and avoid messing 
with the lights or nutrients until they’ve been able 
to recover from their shock and stress. 
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HOLES AND SEEDS 

Hello, I have a couple questions... 

A couple of years back (in ’08), HT had an article 
about a bucket method of growing widely used in 
Canada that utilizes 5-gallon buckets and a soil¬ 
less mix. The only thing I’m not sure of is whether 
holes should be drilled in the bottom of the buck¬ 
ets? I’d assume holes are important in order to 
be able to flush the medium. 

Another question of mine has to do with 
seeds: I've noticed that some seeds are much 
larger than others. I’ve compared two of mine, 
with one being about four times the size of the 
average cannabis seed. Is the size of the seed a 
trait affected by male pollen, or is it inherited 
from the mother? 

Catica 

Dear Catica, 

You should definitely drill holes in the bottom of 
all your buckets and put trays underneath them 
as well to catch any overflow. Without holes, 
overwatering can end up drowning your roots, 
so it’s important to let all excess water drain. 
It’s also a good indication that you’ve used 
enough water to reach the bottom of the bucket 
and the many roots there. But don’t let the 
plants sit in stagnant water—drain the trays 
underneath the buckets soon after watering. 

As for your second question, cannabis seeds 


vary in size from very tiny to quite plump. The 
size of the seeds is genetic and a result of the 
DNA from both the male and female sides of the 
family. Size isn’t an indication of viability, al¬ 
though I’ve noticed that sativa seeds are typi¬ 
cally smaller than indicas. 

LEAF SPOTS 

I have splotchy patches of white on my fan leaves. 
They start near where the leaf meets the stem. 

It’s not powdery mildew; it looks like the leaf ac¬ 
tually turns white in certain spots. What causes 
this, and how can I prevent it? 

Scooter 

Dear Scooter, 

Sounds to me like your plants have an iron (Fe) 
deficiency or else a pH imbalance that’s causing 
a lockout of iron. Lack of iron causes a depletion 
of chlorophyll and creates leaves that look spot¬ 
ted, with the white sections starting from the 
middle and working their way to the tips of the 
leaves. 

Check your pH to ensure that your plants are 
within the proper levels to absorb iron (some¬ 
where between 5.5 and 6.5). If not, adjust with pH 
up or down, then apply a nutrient formulation 
that contains potassium (most of these will say 
“bloom" or "flowering” on the label). Also, top- 
dress your medium with greensand or cotton¬ 
seed meal. 
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GOT MITES? 

I’ve got a possible way to control spider mites: 
try using a sacrificial plant! What if I load all of 
my plants but one straggler up with a systemic 
miticide? The remaining mites quickly infest the 
untreated plant, which I then get rid of. What do 
you think? I’ll try anything at this point—but 
even with these crappy pests, growing is still 
the most rewarding hobby I ever took up. 

Thanks for your efforts! 

Mr. Illegal Smile 

Dear MIS, 

Your theory sounds interesting, but I’m not 
sure how well it would work in practice. Spider 
mites are notoriously tenacious, and it takes 
several varied approaches over time to truly rid 
your garden of them. I recommend neem-oil 
sprays and dips, organic miticides, and preda¬ 
tor mites in order to attack the adults, adoles¬ 
cents and eggs. 

DYING YOUNG 

I started germinating seeds, then put them in 
small starter cups, then transplanted into plastic 
beer cups, all in organic soil. I’m keeping them 
under four 4-foot fluorescent cool white lights 
24/7, and I only start four to six plants at a time, 
so space is not a problem. They look great until 
they’re 6 to 7 inches tall, and then the leaves 
start turning yellow. I keep them moist using just 
plain water. What’s going on? Thanks! 

Jewel 

Dear Jewel, 

Your problem is that your plants have depleted 
the nutrients present in your soil mix. At first, 
they do fine with only plain water because 
they’re using up the food that’s there, but even¬ 
tually they’ll need to be fertilized in order to con¬ 
tinue healthy growth. Try adding plant food high 
in nitrogen (it will say that on the bottle and typi¬ 
cally have the words “Grow” or "Vegetative” in 
the brand name and description). If the problem 
persists, you may be having a problem with pH, 
so get a test kit and make sure you’re within the 
proper range (between 5.5 and 6.5). 

ONE BAD DUDE 

I’ve just discovered a male plant among the fe¬ 
males on my hydro table. How do I get it out with¬ 
out hurting the females’ roots? Please help soon! 

SB 

Dear SB, 

Cut the male plant off at the base where it meets 
the grow medium using a sharp blade or clip¬ 
pers and you should be able to kill it without 
damaging your females’ roots at all. I just hope 
you can do this before the male has opened up 
his flowers and rained pollen all over your lusty 
ladies. In that case, you’ll have a harvest full of 
seeds. But on the bright side, you'll probably 
never suffer from this problem again, since 
you’ll likely kill males early and often after the 
trauma of a seeded crop. ^
